NEW INFANTRY EQUIPMENT. 

All of the recommendations of the Infantry Equipment 
Board have been approved by the War Department, with 
the exception of those that have been referred to the 
Cavalry Board for concurrence. It is earnestly desired 
to bring about the adoption of as much of the same equip- 
ment for both branches of the Service as possible. Among 
the more important items which have been sent to the 
Cavalry Board, which is now in session at Rock Island, 
are the service hat, the short overcoat or pea jacket, the 
sweater, the shelter tent, the poncho, the despatch case, 
the insignia to be placed upon the service shirt. This 
part of the equipment, it is thought, can be used by both 
arms of the Service. 

It is stated that the General Staff is very favorably 
impressed with the work of the Infantry Board. It is 
thought that the board has inaugurated a number of 
reforms in the equipment which will greatly increase the 
efficiency of the Army. The fact that the blanket roll 
has been dispensed with in the new equipment meets 
with most hearty approval from the old campaigners who 
have looked over the report of the board. The entire 
load of the full equipment is placed on the back, and the 
arms of the soldier are left free to handle his gun. This 
allows a full expansion of the chest, and, in the opinion 
of officers of the Medical Corps, will add much to the 
health of the enlisted personnel. Incidentally, the general 
appearance of the Army will be improved. Even with 
the full equipment the front view of a soldier does not 
show any of the load which he is carrying on his back. 
His blanket and other equipment is rolled up on his back, 
so that he can sleep without much discomfort in full 
equipment. 

The sweater, which is to take the place of the blouse 
in field service, is not fashioned after the athletic sweaters 
which are in common use now in civil life. It is more 
like the jerseys which were worn a few years ago, and 
will button up the front, with bright buttons to be 
selected. The handkerchief which is to be worn around 
the neck is to be of olive drab color, and from twenty-four 
to twenty-eight inches square. This article is to be 
issued largely at the suggestion of enlisted men. For 
some reason a great majority of enlisted men have a 
weakness for neckerchiefs, and the board decided to adopt 
it out of consideration of their demand for such neckwear. 
About the last thing to be approved by the War Depart- 
ment was the short overcoat or pea jacket, which is to 
take the place of the present long overcoat. And even 
now there is considerable doubt whether it will receive 
the final approval of the Department. It is understood 
that there is considerable opposition to this change in the 
Cavalry Board, and if it should refuse to adopt it it is 
extremely doubtful whether the Infantry Board would 
insist upon it. 
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Director John Barrett, of the International Bureau of 
the American Republics, makes a plea for a more friend- 
ly and less patronizing consideration of the Latin re- 
publics on the part of Europe and the United States. 
He says the tone of comment in this country is gen- 
erally based on the belief that the chief feature of those 
republics is a capacity to develop revolutions, although 
two-thirds of the entire area and population of the twen- 
ty Latin-American republics have been characterized with 
no serious revolution during the last fifteen years. Then 
Mr. Barrett takes a shot at the American who always 
considers his country as the “biggest thing on the earth.” 
Such a man would feel stunned when told that the en- 
tire area of the United States proper from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific and from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico 
can be placed inside of the Republic of Brazil with room 
left over to hold New York State nearly four times; that 


out of the Amazon flows every morning several times 
the volume of water which .the Mississippi empties into 
the Gulf; that, again, down in southern South America 
the Parana carries to the sea a flood greater by half 
than the Mississippi; that the city of Rio Janeiro, the 
capital of Brazil, has expended more money during the 
last five years in public improvements than any city in 
the United States with the exception of New York and 
Chicago and boasts now of nearly a million population; 
that Buenos Ayres, the capital of Argentina, has 1,200,000 
people within its limits, and is growing more rapidly 
than any city in North America with the exception of 
New York and Chicago; that Montevideo, the capital 
of Uruguay, and Valparaiso, the port of Chile, are ex- 
pending a larger sum in the construction of harbors 
suited for the largest shipping of the world than is be- 
ing devoted at the moment to any harbor in the United 
States; that Bolivia is building a system of railroads 
over its mountains and down into surrounding valleys 
which rivals the railroad systems of Colorado; that Lima, 
Peru, has a university which was founded one hundred 
years before Harvard; that Ecuador, Colombia and 
Venezuela possess a variety of climate and resources, 
due to their mingling of high plateaus and valleys, un- 
surpassed in the world.” Mr. Barrett does not strength- 
en the arbitration movement when he says that the 
troublesome five Central American republics of Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Salvador, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
are the first group of nations in the history of the world 
to sign and ratify a convention requiring the settlement 
of all disputes between them before an international 
court of, justice, that treaty having been negotiated in 
Washington in December, 1907. Since that time one of 
the most destructive wars known to Central America 
has raged in Nicaragua, and the student of international 
affairs may well be tempted to ask why, if the people of 
the same country will thus fly to arms against one an- 
other, we are to expect peoples of different races, lan- 
guages and traditions.to be less likely to make war the 
arbitrament of disputes, which touch the national honor 
at a point where arbitration and courts would seem to 
make a mockery of national dignity and power. 
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Nothing has stirred England more profoundly for 
some time than the recent article by Admiral Mahan, 
U.S.N., retired, on the naval situation which has arisen 
between Great Britain and Germany. The distin- 
guished author specified with unsparing directness the 
points at whieh he considered Great Britain’s equip- 
ment for the coming crisis to be defective. He found 
that the popular tradition of the national need of a 
great navy is less operative than formerly; that Eng- 
lishmen appear to have been misled by the prolonged 
peace Europe has enjoyed for thirty years; that the be- 
lief that the risk of war is not great is peculiarly likely 
to prevail in England, whose insular position seems to 
secure her from aggression. Admiral Mahan favors the 
temporary abandonment of the Mediterranean in favor 
of North Sea naval concentration. A decade ago Eng- 
land had eleven battleships in the Mediterranean, while 
to-day she has only six, and these of inferior power, and 
the naval critic speaks of a time when ‘‘the Mediter- 
ranean may pass out of the sphere of British influence, 
centered around the British Isles exclusively.” This 
status would symbolize the passing of the Empire, he 
believes, if it did not actually accompany it, for a hos- 
tile force in the Mediterranean controls not only an 
interior line, but also an interior position from which 
it could operate against the Atlantic as well as the 
Fast. The Mediterranean is one of the great centrai 
positions of the maritime world and it is difficult to 
overstate the effect upon the solidity of the British Em- 
pire of hostile control. Admiral Mahan’s article was 
promptly published in pamphlet form and found immense 
sale. Sydney Brooks believes that the clash between 
England and Germany would operate “as a sharp di- 
viding line between America’s jnternational past and 
her international future.” and he asks whether the 
Tin‘ted States has any interest in the possibility of the 
dissolution of the British Empire and the rising into 
maritime supremacy of the Kaiser’s navy. Canada 
holds England to good behavior toward the United 
States, but he wonders whether we would have an equal 
hold upon Germany. Americans have long since ceased 
to fear British attacks upon the Monroe doctrine, he 
believes, but would we feel the same toward Germany: 
in other words, in the scale of material interests which 
weighs the heavier—Germany or Great Britain? Mr. 
Brooks, who is not an American, suggests with a sly- 
ness that would do credit to Joey Bagstock that al- 
though Germany is apparently challenging British su- 
premacy she may be aiming at America, which leads one 
to suggest that the only declaration by an American 
president against a foreign power for getting too close to 
the Monroe doctrine was against England, and that 
Germany has never displayed any intention of antag- 
onizing the doctrine. 
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Nothing will do more to increase the strength of 
Organized Militia than a regular detail of Army officers 
as instructors for the National Guard. This has been 
the. experience of Militia officers wherever it has been 
tried. The erack companies in the state Militia are 
always filled. In most instances they have a waiting list 
while regiments and companies with inexperienced officers 
and without instructors are rarely more than a skeleton 
of the required organization. The camps of instruction 


and the joint maneuvers.conducted since the enactment of 
the Dick law have increased the strength of the National 
Guard. Wherever the Militia have been able to secure 
active and energetic Army officers as instructors its 
efficiency has not only been increased, but there has been 
a healthy growth in its strength. “I believe I made the 
first experiment in the use of Army officers as. instructors 
for the National Guard,” said a member of Congress who 
has given more time than probably any other man to 
the National Guard. “When I was a captain of a 
company of National Guard we had no end of trouble 
in keeping our company full. At the time a Regular 
officer was acting as instructor for two colleges in. the 
vicinity of my town... In going from one college. to 
the other he passed through our town, and we succeeded 
in inducing him to stop for two or three hours and give 
our company some rudimentary instructions. The com- 
pany was soon filled, and it was not long until it was 
the pride of the town in which it was located. When 
young men are under the impression that they are going 
to learn something by belonging to the National Guard 
you will find that they will be ready to enlist. Beside 
this, they do not want to belong to a military organiza- 
tion in which they cannot take pride. There is no doubt 
that the detailing of instructors for the National Guard 
from the Army will increase jts strength, as well as its 
efficiency.” 
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According to the New York Herald's cable despatches 
from Japan, the general tone of the Japanese press 
reflects the assumption that a clash of Japanese and 
American interests in the not distant ‘future is inevitable. 
Not through the daily papers alone, but by the more 
serious economic and political magazines, is this thought 
being inculcated in the minds of the Japanese people. The 
talk of politicians may always be discounted, as in the case 
of the utterances of Mr. Takekoshi; but when such. views 
are echoed by men of high commercial standing, who are 
not seeking votes at home, the situation is one that cannot 
be dismissed as unimportant. One of these prominent 
Japanese business men is Mr. T. Nakabashi,. president 
of the Osaka Shosen Kaisha, one of Japan’s greatest 
shipping companies, who was a member of the commercial 
commission that recently visited the United States. He 
is quoted by the Herald as saying that Japan will not 
go to war with Russia again, but that her next war “may 
be waged with America.” In giving his reasons he says 
that the immediate issues at stake are the emigration 
and Chinese questions. The Japanese in America and 
Hawaii, numbering 60,000 and 70,000, respectively, 
appear to be colonists, as well as immigrants, inasmuch 
as they do not lose the spirit of patriotism while working 
in the latter capacity. 
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Three modifications will be made in. the firing 
mechanism of the coast defense guns as the result of the 
accident at Fort Monroe July 21. The new parts of 
the apparatus are now being manufactured, and will be 
installed in all of the batteries as soon as possible. The 
greatest care has been exercised by the ordnance officers 
in making these changes in the firing mechanism. Models 
of the new appdratus have been subjected to the most 
severe tests, and it, is thought that it is impossible to 
fire a gun, with the changes that have been made, before 
locking the breech block. It developed, upon investiga- 
tion, that a sudden and powerful pull in the proper 
direction upon the lanyard of the safety devices which 
are now on the guns would permit a premature discharge. 
This was the cause of the accident at Fort Monroe, but 
with the modifications that have been made in the safety 
device it is now impossible to fire the gun without 
closing the breech block first. At least, in the tests of 
the new mechanism the officers were unable to find any 
way by which the gun could be discharged before it 
was in firing position. 


—— 
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The creation of a district comprising Hawaii in the 
Department of California is receiving serious considera- 
tion in the War Department. It seems now altogether 
probable that this district will be established ere long. 
It is planned ultimately to place a brigadier genera] in 
command of the district, but on account of the scarcity 
of officers it is probable that a colonel or a lieutenant 
colonel will take command until an officer of a higher 
rank can be secured. As was suggested in the report of 
Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, while acting commander 
of the Department of California, the maintenance of 
independent posts in Hawaii is far from satisfactory. 
During the Indian wars districts were created in the 
Southwest in order to place all the troops in a section 
of the country under the. command of. one officer. A. dis- 
trict was also created in Porto Rico, and it is urged that 
the military necessities of Hawaii require that all of its. 
posts should be under the command of a single officer. 
Especially is this true, as it is planned to increase the 
force of troops on the islands. 





Lamenting the falling off in Militia enthusiasm in 
Louisiana. which it says reaches a point where it mani- 
fests a “decadence of military spirit,” the Picayune of 
New Orleans says: “There is no doubt that the efforts 
of the War Department at Washington to eliminate from 
the Militia Service everything not intensely practical, in- 
cluding dress uniforms and the social side of the Service, 
which formerly was its main attraction, had has some- 
thing to do with diminishing interest in the National 
Guard on the part of our young men.” 
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Hightly significant is the Pacific Slope newspaper com- 
ment on the part played by the Regular troops in check- 
ing the disastrous forest fires. Not only is the greatest 
praise given to the soldiers, but the point is made that 
if they had been sent out to the danger zones in the 
first place the situation could have been easily handled 
and the great loss of property and life would not have 
occurred. Typical of the newspaper opinion of that sec- 
tion is the following from a Portland paper of Sept. 9, 
which describes the return from the South Oregon forests 
of companies of the 1st U.S. Infantry, Col. George K. 
McGunnegle commanding: “The soldiers have made 
good on the fighting line and have won the commenda- 
tion of the forest service officers and the gratitude of the 
settlers, many of whom would have lost their homes had 
it not been for the energetic work of Uncle Sam’s men. 
Had the troops been sent here promptly at the first out- 
break of the fires they could have easily handled the 
situation, and there would have been little damage to 
the timber or to the property of the settlers.” American 
cities are unhappily too well acquainted with the incen- 
diary, and now we are told that incendiaries are largely 
responsible for these forest fires. As soon as Govern- 
ment Secret Service men arrived upon the scene the 
“spontaneous” fires immediately grew less in number. 
In an official statement issued by the Department of 
Agriculture it is said that 1910 will probably hold the 
record for many years for severity of losses from forest 
fires. Forester Henry S. Graves in describing the meth- 
od of fighting a large forest fire favors the military way 
of dividing the army of advancing flame into a center 
and wings. When the fire is too fierce to be met directly 
in the front the attack is made by the flanks, the aim 
being to separate the forward part of the fire from the 
wings. A part of the crew attacks the forward part 
while others run down and extinguish the wings. The 
front of the fire, attacked from the sides, is forced grad- 
ually and constantly into a narrower path. This method 
is called directing the course of the fire. When the flames 
are too fierce for either frontal or flank attack, recourse 
must be had to back firing. The necessity of having 
vigilant and effective trained forest fire patrol is pointed 
out by Mr. Graves. 





The value of military training to the youth of a 
country is admirably set forth in the report of Presi- 
dent Charles E. Hyatt to the board of trustees of the 
Pennsylvania Military College, Chester, Pa. He says 
that as the world moves forward “the need steadily in- 
creases for men disciplined to meet exigencies, and busi- 
ness appears to require much the same order of service 
as is demanded in the profession of arms.” The han- 
dling of sword and gun and martial array do not in 
themselves give birth to soldiers, for the latter come of 
an educational method in which precept, example and 
the doing of duty are ever present agencies in making 
character. “The military system,” says President 
Hyatt, “does its last and best work with students of 
sufficient maturity of mind to value discipline, not so 
much as a personal result as a means to the multiplica- 
tion of power in organization, whether it be a corps of 
engineers or a body of men handling an industry.” Dis- 
eussing the special features of the college the president 
notes that the daily work of the Cavalry squads is a 
physical exercise of superior character. Among the 
judges of the Cavalry mounted drill at the last annual 
exhibition were Capt. Ralph Harrison and Capt. El- 
mer Lindsley, both of the Q.M. Dept., U.S.A. The 
annual inspection was made by Capt. Peter C. Harris, 
24th U.S. Inf., General Staff. The Pennsylvania Mili- 
tary College is one of the “distinguished institutions” 
authorized to recommend honor graduates for appoint- 
ment to the Army. The Army officer serving at the 
college on detail is Capt. Edwin B. Winans, 4th U.S. 
Cav.. as professor of military science and tactics. The 
president of the board of trustees is John Wanamaker. 
The annual prospectus shows in illustration the mili- 
tary training the boys receive, such as rough riding, 
machine gun firing, etc.

A contract for furnishing the Philippine Army with 
10,000 tons of grain hay at $1.04 per hundredweight, 
delivered at San Francisco, was let Monday, Sept. 19, 
to W. A. Miller, of San Francisco. The hay will cost 
the War Department $208,000, delivered at San Fran- 
cisco, and $268,400, delivered in the Philippines. Last 
year the successful bidder furnished the Government 
with timothy, delivered at the Seattle docks, for $1.1325, 
while his bid this year was $1.55 at the Seattle docks. 
The contract for furnishing $264,100 worth of oats for 
the Philippine Army was awarded to W. P. Devereaux 
Company. of Minneapolis, Minn. It will require 10,000 
tons of oats to feed the horses in the Philippine Army 
next year, and their value at Minneapolis is $264,100. 
and on the docks at Seattle $316,900. The successful 
hids for oats delivered f.o.b. Minneapolis, range from 
$1.345 to $1.39 per 100 pounds, while last year the 
Government was able to place its contract for 5,000 
tons at $1.275, and 5,000 tons at $1.48, delivered at the 
Seattle dock. ‘Taking into consideration the difference 
in freight rates to Manila from both of these points, the 


advance in price of vats to the Government more than 
kept pace with the increase in food products. 
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In view of the presence in the Capitol at Washington 
of a statue of General Lee, it is now proposed that 
Kansas should send a statue of John Brown, New York 
one of her negro citizen, Frederick Douglass, and Massa- 
chusetts one of William Lloyd Garrison. The Union 
Veteran Legion, at a meeting held in Atlantic City, 
Sept. 16, passed resolutions expressing regret that 
Virginia has made the choice she has for Statuary Hall, 
instead of choosing some citizen who has rendered service 
to the whole Republic. Concluding, they say: “The 
highest official law officer of the land, the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, having decided, under his 
official oath and in response to a request from the Presi- 
dent of the United States for his official opinion on the 
legality of the presence of the statue of General Lee in 
Statuary Hall, that it is there in accordance with the Act 
of 1864, and that there is no power now in existence 
with authority to uproot existing conditions, we, in the 
spirit of 1861, which then caused us to risk life itself 
in support of the majesty of the law, bow submissively 
to the provisions of the Act of 1864.” 
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The University of Cambridge, England, has taken over 
the control and copyright of the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
and will publish a new and complete edition about the 
end of the present year. This eleventh edition entirely 
supersedes preceding editions as a wholly fresh and 
original survey of all existing knowledge. It is more 
than 140 years since this encyclopedia was first planned 
by “a Society of Gentlemen in Scotland.” The first 
edition began to appear in 1768. and was completed, in 
three volumes, in 1771. Six different publishers were 
concerned in the production of the ten previous editions ; 
but it is now hoped that the work has found a permanent 
abiding place at Cambridge. Eight years have been de- 
voted to the task of simultaneous construction of the 
work, in twenty-eight new volumes, under the guidance 
of an exceptionally large and efficient editorial staff, and 
with the assistance of some 1,500 contributors, repre- 
senting the scholarship of every important university 
and other center of research in the civilized world, and 
also representing the practical knowledge acquired in all 
the great engineering. manufacturing and commercial 
enterprises of the twentieth century. The work will be 
printed on India paper and bound in flexible leather. 
Thus the total weight of the twenty-eight volumes will 
be 60 Ibs., when an ordinary paper impression would 
weigh 200 Ibs.

In defense of the article on desertion in the Army 
published in the Cosmopolitan Magazine, its author, 
Bailey Millard, writes a letter to the New York Sun, in 
which he says: “They known these things in Europe. 
Three weeks’ absence of a private who has served in the 
French army Jess than three months is not considered 
desertion, and if the deserter is captured he is generally 
returned to the ranks. In no case is the captured deserter 
in time of peace condemned to hard labor, as is done in 
our Army. Our system of punishment is wrong. We 
put all the stigma possible upon the youthful deserter for 
his first effense. In England in a similar case a captured 
deserter’s friends rarely discover that he has deserted. 
He is merely kept in detention barracks for a month or 
so, and is often returned to his post of duty. First 
desertion is not a crime in Holland, only a misdemeanor. 
It is lightly punished. Over seventy-five per cent. of 
such deserters are returned to the army in sixty days. 
The result of this leniency is that a young deserter is 
able still to feel himself a man, and not an eternally 
damned skulker or criminal. He gets another chance, 
and seldom does he desert again. Desertion from the 
British army is rapidly decreasing. It is now less than 
two per cent., while in ours it is nearly five per cent.” 
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Col. Walter Howe, C.A.C., commanding the Artillery 
District of Narragansett Bay, Fort Adams, R.I., does 
not approve the recommendation of a number of officers 
of the Rhode Island Militia that Guardsmen be not 
required to do guard duty while in camp for joint coast 
defense exercises. Colonel Howe says that during the 
encampment of 1909, as well as during the previous 
ones, the State authorities requested that the men re- 
ceive all the instruction possible in guard duty, on the 
ground that the encampment is the only opportunity 
they have for practical instruction in guard duty. At 
the same time Colonel Howe approves the recommenda- 
tion of officers of the State that instruction be given to 
the N.C, officers of Rhode Island during the winter, 
with the restriction that the instruction should be given 
by their own officers, the belief of Colonel Howe being 
thet an officer generally learns more in preparing him- 
self te teach others than in any other way. Further- 
more, he says, one of the most important parts of the 
duties of an artillery officer is the teaching of others 
and “the officers of the Militia cannot realize this too 
soon.

may arise. After all, a little vacation, I am sure, would 
be enjoyed by everyone. If this were the case we would 
have a better fighting force and could smile at a prospec- 
tive war, without sending our Dreadnoughts on a friendly 
eruise around the world.” 
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An ex-Cavalry man sends us some newspaper clippings 
to illustrate the ill-founded scurrillous abuse and mis- 
representation that the Regular Army man is the victim 
of. He says: “The attitude of the general public toward 
the private soldier is at best a mixture of good-natured 
patronage and contemptuous tolerance, and jit is a con- 
stant wonder to me how the Army is able to hold such a 
high class of men in the face of this galling lack of 
respect that such articles as these are an indication of. 
I think it is time that the authorities themselves recog- 
nized the type of men now desired in the Service are 
deserving of more personal freedom than now allowed. 
There are altogether too many petty restrictions and 
useless roll-calls. More attention should be paid to the 
general conduct and character of the man outside the 
performance of his regular military duties.” 











A former officer of the U.S. Treasury Department, 
speaking of the widow of an Army officer, says: “I judge 
from her letters that she is not in the best of health. I 
think she would have more peace of mind, if not better 
health, if some of the claim agents and solicitors would 
stop bothering her with letters and lies telling her they 
ean ‘establish’ or ‘collect’ her claim and that they are 
‘absolutely certain of it.” ete. These solicitors give her 
encouragement, and for the time being she becomes hope- 
ful and sanguine, like many another Army officer’s 
widow who is inclined to be credulous when told that 
her husband’s claim simply needs ‘expert handling’ to 
have it paid. When I was in the Treasury I had some 
of these ‘experts’ disbarred.” 


All previous records for excavation in the rainy sea- 
son in the Canal Zone were broken in the Central Divi- 
sion and in Culebra Cut in the month of August last, 
when 1,612,396 eubie yards of rock and earth were taken 
out. The previous high rainy season record was made 
in October, 1908—1,585,012 yards. The section of the 
trans-Isthmian highway beteenw Paraiso and Empire 
has been completed and is open to highway. This road, 
which is three and a half miles long, was built by peni- 
tentiary convicts. When the link between Paraiso and 
Corozal is finished there will be a wagon road from 
Panama to Gorgona, nearly halfway across the Isthmus. 
mus. 
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Altogether close upon 1,000 men have sacrificed their 
lives amid the frozen wastes of the North striving to 
reach the North Pole. To give some idea of the cost 
of. an expedition to the Polar regions by balloon, it 
might be mentioned that the fitting up of Mr. Wellman’s 
1906 expedition cost £50,000, a novel feature being two 
motor sledges carried on the airship, each of 6 h.p., with 
which it was proposed to draw six others, should any 
accident happen to the airship and the party find them- 
selves obliged to take to the ice, 
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The “soy Scouts” movement has reached the Malay 
Peninsula, and Singapore is to have a fine organization 
under the patronage of the governor and chief justice. 
U.S. Consul General James T. du Bois, of Singapore. 
states that the Boy Scouts bid fair to become one of the 
permanent and most popular institutions of the peninsula. 
All through the British colonies Boy Scouts organizations 
are being formed. 
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The new ice plant which was recently installed at the 
Canacao Hospital, in the Philippine Islands, is reported 
to be working in fine order and it is planned to build a 
larger plant in the navy yard at Cavite, 
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DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 


In his annual report for the year emiing June 30, 
1910, Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of Texas, states that he has had com- 
mand of the department for the entire year, except dur- 
ing the period Nov. 3-15, 1909, when Col. Joseph H. 
Dorst, 3d Cay., was in command. At the outset he out- 
lines his several absences from headquarters on duty 
during the year and states the purpose of each, they 
being largely trips of inspection. 

The strength of the command June 30, 1910, is shown 
as follows: Officers: General officer, 1; Staff Corps, 
26; Cavalry, 44; Artillery, 44; Infantry, 64. Enlisted 
men: Staff Corps, 138; Cavalry, 670; Artillery, 846; 
Infantry, 1,115; Indian Scouts, 33; general recruiting 
service, 1. 

Desertions during the year are reported from the 
several branches of the Service as follows: Staff Corps, 
4; Cavalry, 38; Artillery, 27; Infantry, 72; Signal Corps, 
5; total, 146. Desertions are shown to have been most 
numerous during the summer and fall months, and com- 
paratively few during the winter and spring. 

The attendance at the Post schools for enlisted men 
is reported as follows: Fort Sam Houston, 20; Fort 
Bliss, 15; Fort Clark, 3; Fort Logan H. Roots, 11; 
Fort McIntosh, 18; Fort Sill, 3._ Instruction is given 
in arithmetic, geography, physical geography, spelling, 
history, reading, writing, Spanish and grammar. 

The school for Infantry Militia officers was attended 
by 114 officers of Infantry, and is believed to have been 
productive of good results. ; 

Referring to the reports of the Judge Advocate, Gen- 
eral Myer reports that no commissioned officer was 
tried in the department during the year, and gives a 
summary of other trials as follows: General court- 
martial, 285; garrison court-martial, 9; regimental 
court-martial, 4; summary court-martial, 2,484. The 
total number of trials during the year was 2,782, as 
compared with 3,204 during the preceding year, show- 
ing an apparent decrease of 422, but as a fact the num- 
ber of trials to average strength shows a slight increase 
for the year just closed; 45 of these, however, were 
from outside of the department. General Myer says: 

“Every effort has been made to decrease the number 
of summary court trials in the department, but the ab- 
sence of so many officers, especially captains, who have 
had experience, and the turning over to the younger 
officers of the companies, has, I believe, much to do 
with the increasing lack of knowledge and experience 
in handling men. It is much easier to write charges 
than personally to supervise the actions of the men.” 

Referring to the report of the Chief Quartermaster, 
General Myer says that the new system in vogue in 
the Quartermaster’s Department was carried out with 
better success than was expected, the department has 
answered well all the requirements placed upon it dur- 
ing the year, and the services rendered by officials and 
clerks have been of much value. 

In the Subsistence Department, the average cost of 
the ration was 20.858 cents, Fort Clark being the largest 
with 22.258 cents, and Fort Sill the smallest with 20.189 
cents. The total number of rations issued was 1,272,552. 

General Myer recommends that Fort Bliss be in- 
creased to accommodate a regiment of Infantry, and 
that Fort Clark be discontinued as a garrison station. 

The report of conditions at Fort Sam Houston shows 
that everything is very satisfactory, but the recom- 
mendation is renewed for the immediate purchase of 
the land adjacent, now leased, called the Brackenridge 
tract. General Myer says: 

“The care, management and discipline in this Post 
are excellent, and the relations with the city of San 
Antonio very cordial.” 

The report covers with much detail every sphere of 
work connected with the Department of Texas. 
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RETIRED OFFICERS OF CIVIL WAR SERVICE. 
A bill is to be introduced at the coming session of 
Congress directing the preparation of a list of retired 
officers of the Army with Civil War service, showing the 
lineal position each would now hold if promotion had 
been made lineally. It provides “That the Secretary of 
War be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to 
prepare a list of all the officers of the Army with Civil 
War record who have. been retired on account of wounds, 
age, disability or after forty years’ service, or who may 
hereafter be so retired, said list arranged in order of rank 
in each grade, irrespective of arm or corps in which 
service was rendered, and to show the lineal position each 
officer would now hold by virtue of length of service if 
promotion had been made lineally ‘through the whole 
Army’ as required by Section 1204 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States; and in computing the 
length of a record for said list service on the active and 
retired lists and service in the Regular and Volunteer 
forces as commissioned officers or enlisted men shall be 
included, irrespective of arm or corps in which such 
service was rendered. Section 2—And be it further 
enacted that hereafter, whenever a vacancy shall occur 
on said list by reason of death or otherwise, the senior 
officer by length of service in each grade below, irrespec- 
tive of arm or corps in which service was rendered, shall 
be promoted to the vacancy thus created in each grade 
lineally, and this rule shall continue in force until all 
officers of Civil War record shall have passed away. 
* * * Section 5—Officers promoted under this Act 
shall be commissioned as provided under Act of Congress 
approved May 6, 1910.” K 
Accompanying this bill will be a memorandum review- 
ing the history of regimental promotion, and concluding 
as follows: “Section 12 of the Act of March 30, 1814, 
reads: ‘That from now and after the passing of this Act 
promotions may be made through the whole Army in its 
several lines of Light Artillery, Light Dragoons, Infantry 
and Riflemen, respectively... The wording of this section 
is almost verbatim with the wording of the ‘promotion 
clause’ of the Act of 1812, substituting, however, the word 
‘may’ for the word ‘shall.’ As there were no instructions 
given on the part of Congress to the Commissioners. nor 
intent on their part to change Section 1204, Rev. Stat., 
the insertion of Section 12 in the bill remains a mystery. 
The word ‘may’ created a wide field for favoritism in 
various ways for rapid promotion. lt may be assumed 
that the officers who obtained the enactment of Section 
1204 passed away in the War of 1812, as the question 
concerning the legality of Section 12, Act of March 30, 
1814, did not arise until some time after. All disinterested 





writers have held (see Document No. 48717-08-1, House 
Military Committee) that, in the event of doubtful 
meaning in the absence of intent to change the previous 
law, any section of the Revised Statutes should be con- 
strued in accordance with the original act or acts from 
which it was compiled. These opinions are sustained in 
the wording of Act of Oct. 1, 1890, in which, after years 
of agitation, during and after the Civil War, Congress 
directs lineal promotion for first lieutenants. This Act, 
so far as it refers to promotion, reads: ‘That in the line 
of the Army all officers now above the grade of second 
lieutenants shall be entitled to promotion in accordance 
with existing law and regulations.’ In view of the 
sacrifices made and services rendered in the Civil War, 
and to repair in some measure the loss of rank suffered 
under the construction given the law, we sincerely hope 
that the Congress will enact the bill, and do justice to 
the officers of long war records. The enactment of this 
measure requires no expenditure of money which has not 
been appropriated.” 
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NAPOLEON’S INCAPACITY ON THE SEA. 


The theory that the man has yet to be born who can 
be successful both in land and sea warfare receives ad- 
ditional proof from a contemplation of the naval strategy 
of Napoleon when that master of land operations sought 
to direct the movements of the French fleet especially in 
the campaign that ended with the catastrophe of Tra- 
falgar, which broke the sea power of France and gave to 
England’s navy that impetus which for nearly one 
hundred years was to make it overwhelmingly superior to 
any other nation on the ocean. The shifting and chang- 
ing of Napoleon’s plans were well shown when Vil- 
leneuve, the French admiral, proceeded to the Windward 
Islands, with orders from Napoleon to do nothing but 
hold himself in readiness to sail with Ganteaume the 
moment he appeared, After lying idle four days before the 
British islands, he received orders from Napoleon to “con- 
tinue his attacks upon the British colonies” for thirty-five 
days. Naturally he was aghast at the change of policy 
and wrote to Napoleon that his stores would not permit 
him to continue for thirty-five days, and added: “Still, 
as I see you condemn in advance the inaction to which 
my orders alone chained me, I will only say that it has 
been insupportable to me.” The astonishing thing about 
Trafalgar is that, although it ranks as one of the de- 
cisive battles of the world, it had all the appearance of 
being barren of result beyond the mere destruction of the 
French fleet. This was no fault of Nelson. As Julian 
S. Corbett, LL.M., lecturer in history to the Royal 
Naval War College, says in his “Campaign of Trafalgar” 
(Longmans, Green and Co., London and New York), 
“the incapacity and blindness with which the great 
soldier (Napoleon) directed his naval campaign was 
only equaled by the astounding brilliance and certainty 
of touch with which ashore he snatched himself free from 
Vitt’s toils.” 

It was one of the many dramatic strokes of the cam- 
paign that on the day that Trafalgar was fought, as 
Nelson and Collingwood were contending in their snail’s 
race to be the first in the hour of reckoning, Napoleon 
was issuing from the camp of the Grand Army at 
Elchingen, in Bavaria, his famous ninth bulletin. It 
told how, two days before, General Mack, in accordance 
with Nelson’s prophecy, had surrendered at Ulm with 
30,000 men. In spite of the victory of Trafalgar in October, 
1805, the coalition against Napoleon was on the point of 
collapsing following the capture of Mack, and it did go 
to pieces afier the battle of Austerlitz, less than two 
months later. Pitt's plans to drive the French out of 
northern Europe, made possible by the command of the 
sea after Trafalgar, were upset only by “the incalculable 
rapidity of Napoleon’s heroic change of front that con- 
demned it to failure and oblivion.” We believe that 
Nelson’s achievement was overshadowed by the colossal 
land enterprises and victories of Napoleon, and that in 
seeking to estimate ‘the effect of his great victory at 
Trafalgar upon Britain’s future more attention should 
be paid to the influence of that battle in shaping Eng- 
land’s policy of predominating sea power than to measur- 
ing the immediate effect of the triumph upon the fate of 
the anti-Napoleon coalition. Excellent maps trace the 
course of Nelson in his efforts to catch up with the 
French fleet in the West Indies and in European waters. 
There is a sharp contrast between the present-day wire- 
less communication and the slow means of keeping in 
touch with the home office in those days, in these words 
of the author: “So wide was the theater, so slow the 
means of communication, and so precious every rare item 
of news, that sharp necessity had developed an acute- 
ness of sense that gives at times an impression of 
second sight. * * * In Napoleon’s overweening self- 
confidence he would not believe that the British sea 
service possessed a strategic intuition as great as his 
own on land.” 





PROGRESS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the Mindanao Herald, of Zamboanga, P.1., of July 
30, will be found statistics showing a development of 
education which is almost astounding. At the beginning 
of the American occupation only about five per cent. of 
the Moros were able to read and write in Arabic char- 
acters. The first American schools were opened by 
officers and soldiers of the U.S. Army in January, 1900. 
Since then the province has been divided into six super- 
vising districts, which are managed in regular American 
educational style. About fourteen American and eighty 
native teachers are employed in the province. Of the 
eighty, sixty-nine are Christian Filipinos, ten are Moros 
and one a Bagobo. As the years go on the Filipino and 
Moro teachers acquire a broader outlook, a keener sense 
of responsibility and a more earnest desire to live up to 
every obligation, Every year sees the taking over by 
native teachers of important positions formerly held 
by Americans. Coming down to figures, we find equally 
hopeful results in the total enrolment lost year of 4,946 
pupils in the province. with an average daily attendance 
of 2,870. This average attendance is remarkable, in 
view of the cholera epidemic that prevailed, the mutiny 
of some of the constabulary and the activity of outlaws. 
Of the total enrolment only 633 were Moros and 251 
Pagans, the Christian Filipinos numbering 3,951. 

The unsettled social organization of the Moros makes 
educational work among them difficult. Their children 
spend on an average much less time in school than do 
the Christian pupils. An agricultural school for the 
Davao district is planned. in the belief that instruction 
not wholly intellectual will be welcome, A_ ten-week 





normal school was recently held in Zamboanga, capital 
of the perce 

In 1898 100,000 children attended the public schools 
in the Philippines, where they learned to pray, to read, 
to write—usually in their native dialect—and to repeat 
a few rules of Spanish grammar and arithmetic. ow 
600,000 pupils attend, ranging from the primary grades 
to the university, where, in English, they study every 
branch of knowledge and imbibe the essence of American 
culture. Religious distinctions and discriminations no 
longer exist. Where three or four strictly censored news- 
papers formerly printed month-old news, now nine dailies 
and as many more weeklies and monthlies publish the 
telegraphic news of the world and discuss every phase of 
governmental policy. Once leprosy, cholera and smallpox 
raged periodically through the province. Now these 
diseases have been controlled under strict sanitary regu- 
lations. The telegraph, the telephone, the typewriter, 
modern hospitals, free schools, free thought and a free 
press have burst upon the islands and penetrated the 
nooks and corners of the archipelago. An isolated, for- 
gotten people have been brought into the full tide of 
modern progress, and the material and mental apathy 
of centuries is giving place to new ideas and new 
aspirations. Best of all, perhaps, is the breaking up of 
the sway of local chieftains and outlaws and the awaken- 
ing of the people, painfully slow in many cases, to a 
realization of brotherhood and unity that had never 
entered the native mind till the American troops began 
to suppress the pirate and to show the people that the 
islands are for all. 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


As Brig. Gen. Henry B. Carrington, U.S.A., retired, 
writes, “every officer’s wife who has served on the 
Plains will find duplicates of experiences as trying, if 
not as tragic, in some senses,” as those described in 
“Army Life on the Plains,’ by Frances C. Carrington 
(Lippincott, Philadelphia). The dedication reads: “In 
memory of the 18th Regiment, U.S. Infantry, its Civil 
War service and its frontier Indian service.’ Mrs. Car- 
rington draws pictures of the life at Fort Phil Kearny 
and other forts in 1866, and tells of the loss of Brevet 
Lieutenant Colonel Fetterman and his command of 
eighty men within gunshot of Fort Phil Kearny, Dak., 
on Dec. 21, 1866, when hundreds of Indians swooped 
down upon them and exterminated them before aid could 
reach them from the fort. Not a man escaped from 
Fetterman’s force, which had been sent from the fort, then 
under the command of Colonel Carrington, to rescue a 
wood train. After the massacre the fort was beleaguered, 
and was delivered through the bravery of John Phillips, 
who rode 236 miles to Fort Laramie with despatches 
through snow and zero temperature, hiding in the woods 
during the day and riding at night. On arriving at the 
fort his horse fell dead and he himself pecame uncon- 
scious from the exposure endured. “For daring heroism,” 
says the author, “neither the ride of Paul Revere nor 
that of Sheridan can be compared with it, although not 
commemorated either by poetry or song.” However, the 
records of the frontier are filled with accounts of similar 
rides when scouts, trappers and guides took their lives 
in their hands to rescue beleaguered settlers or troops. 
The force which came to the relief of the fort following 
the receipt of the news from Phillips consisted of two 
companies of Cavalry and four companies of the 1st 
Battalion of the 18th Infantry. These soldiers had 
waded or dug their way through snow knee deep and 
often waist high, while the mercury ranged from twenty- 
five to forty degrees below zero, many of them arriving 
at the fort with frost-bitten hands and feet. Maps of the 
country as it was more than forty years ago are pub- 
lished and old forts destroyed are restored from original 
drawings. Theres is much in this volume to prove the 
debt the country owes the “frontier Army,” which did so 
much to prepare the’ way for the great wave of civiliza- 
tion that has swept over the West since 1866. 

In “Ailsa Paige” (D. Appleton and Company, New 
York) Robert W. Chambers enters a new field, that of 
the Civil War period. It does not introduce historical 
personages. however, for which fact we may be grateful 
after reading some of the distortions of history and 
character which have been palmed off upon an unsuspect- 
ing public as true descriptions of incidents in the lives 
of some of the great men of the country. The historical 
setting remains throughout simply a background, upon 
which the action of tMe story is projected. That the 
author knows a thing or two about the fundamentals of 
the military art may be judged from the words he puts 
into the mouth of Colonel Arran, one of the characters, 
who at a ticklish point in a battle remarked: “There is 
never any safety in running away unless your officers 
order you to run. The discipline of a regiment is the only 
security for the individual. There is every chance of 
safety as long as a regiment holds together; no chance 
at all if it disintegrates. The Regulars understand that. 
That is what makes them formidable. It is what pre- 
serves them individually, and every man knows it. The 
Regulars don’t run. It happens to be contrary to their 
traditions, but those traditions originated less in senti- 
ment than in plain common sense.” It was with such a 
feeling that General Sherman wrote home to his wife as 
the Army was advancing to Bull Run that he wished he 
had Regulars to depend upon, as he did not know what 
the Volunteers would do. 


In Volume 8 of the papers of the Military Historical 
Society of Massachusetts appear discussions of the cam- 
paigns in the Mississippi Valley, Tennessee, Georgia 
and Alabama, 1861-64, and in one of them, “General 
Buell’s Campaign Against Chattanooga,” by Bvt. Lieut. 
Col. George A. Bruce, 13th N.H. Vols., is a description 
of the limitations of General Buell which brings out in 
strong contrast the qualities of Gen. U. S. Grant. “Gen- 
eral Buell,” says the essayist, “was one of the most 
intellectual officers of the old Army, bui during a long 
service in the Adjutant General’s Department he had 
acquired fixed ways of doing things, from which it was 
difficult to free himself when conditions required new 
methods and a free hand. He had become the victim of 
infinite and useless details.” As a Secretary of War 
once said to us of the incumbent of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office at that time: “Regularity is his fetish.” 
“Buell lacked that expansive quality of mind that readily 
adjusts itself to the broader views necessary to success 
in a great war. * * * Capable as he was to judge 
correctly between a correct and false movement when 
far away, on a near approach to the enemy his vision 
became blurred, his action hesitating, and between doubt 
and fear he lost the golden prize that fell to abler hands.” 
Grant was the antithesis of Buell, in that the nearer he 
got to the enemy the clearer became his vision. It was 
this trait that aroused General Sherman’s admiration 
for him. It was probaly fortunate for Grant that he 
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entered the Civil War without such previous experience as 
to enamor him of routine and hampering details. His 
first campaigns were conducted hundreds of miles from 
Washington, and he early learned the necessity of falling 
back upon his own views of a situation, as at Fort 
Donelson, when he made his famous demand for un- 
conditional surrender. 

“Indian Legends and Other Poems,” by Hanford 
Lennox Gordon, reveals a pleasant rhyming ability, but 
an overfondness for a pet word, as in the opening poem, 
“The Mississippi,” where we find the word “tawny” used 
four times in twelye lines. However, the author’s respect 
for the harmonies of rhythm and the absence of un- 
musical combinations will cause one to overlook such 
defects. The book is from the Salem Press, Salem, 
Mass., and has a modest preface, in which the poet dis- 
closes a spirit as commendable as it is rare among the 
writers of the present time. “I have not written for 
profit nor published for fame. If my friends find half 
the pleasure in reading these poems that I found in 
writing them, I shall have achieved success.” The most 
pretentious poem is “Winona,” written in the meter of 
Longfellow's “Evangeline.” There is a_ collection of 
war poems, including “Only a Private Killed,” “Gettys- 
burg—Charge of the First Minnesota,” “Charge of 
Fremont’s Body-Guard” (imitation of Tennyson’s 
“Charge of the Light Brigade’), and others. In de- 
scribing in the notes to the volume his talks with Little 
Crow, of the Dakotas, the author says: “The Indians 
smarted under years of wrong and robbery, to which, 
indeed, the most stinging insults were often added by 
the traders and officials among them. If the true, un- 
varnished history of the cause and inception of the 
Sioux outbreak in Minnesota is ever written and pub- 
lished it will bring the blush of shame to the cheeks of 
every honest man who reads it.” 

A handy book for the prudent lover of the woods who 
doesn’t expect to be ill but believes in being on the safe 
side is ‘‘Backwoods Surgery and Medicine,” by Dr. 
Chas. Stuart Moody. The treatment of fractures, 
sprains, dislocations, burns, cuts, camp diseases, serpent 
wounds, ete., is described briefly in a way the layman 
can understand. One of the most interesting chapters 
is on snake bites, for it embodies not conjecture or 
guesswork, but the results of more than twenty-five 
years’ study of reptilian zoology and many years of 
laboratory investigation. Dr. Moody says that man is 
unreasonably afraid of snakes. With a club the aver- 
age man proceeds to maul to death a snake that may be 
perfectly harmless. “This is wrong, for when one comes 
to know harmless serpents they are quite interesting,” 
says the author, but probably the ordinary individual 
does not think their value is great enough to warrant 
the taking of risks. The chance of being bitten even 
in a country abounding in snakes is insignificant, and 
the dreaded rattlesnake is one of the most inoffensive 
serpents if let alone. The reason a venomous snake 
bite is so dangerous is that the victim immediately runs 
off at top speed for help, thus increasing the circulation 
of blood and disseminating the virus throughout the 
system. Instead the victim should sit calmly down and 
proceed coolly to apply the necessary ligatures, ete. It 
does no good to suck the original wound, for the virus 
cannot be extracted that way. An incision like a cross 
should be made over the wound, going deeper than the 
fangs have gone. Through this the poison may be 
drawn out. The belief that whisky will destroy the ef- 
fect of snake poison is a pure superstition, and the au- 
thor says is most pernicious. “Strychnia is the one sov- 
ereign remedy and no man should penetrate a snake 
country without having this valuable adjunct.” The 
book is published by the Outing Company, New York. 
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“AFRICAN GAME TRAILS.” 

The greatest of the world’s great hunting grounds, 
where there are mountain peaks whose snows are dazzling 
under the equatorial sun; where there are lakes like 
seas, skies that burn above the iron desolation of the 
desert, vast grassy plains, mighty rivers that pass through 
the sadness of endless marshes, and forests of gorgeous 
beauty, where death broods in the dark and silent depths 
—such is the vivid picture of a tropic land that Theodore 
Roosevelt presents in the foreword of his “African Game 
Trails,” which is published in a handsome volume by 
Charles Scribner's Sons (price $4). 

To one trained and skilled in the hunting of big game, 
a lover of outdoors, full of abounding interest and enthu- 
siasm, a trip through such a country equipped as a hunter 
and naturalist was of the utmost fascination; and with 
Mr. Roosevelt’s knack of well-turned and picturesque 
phrase the interest that he himself found is carried on 
to one who reads this record of African wanderings, 
illumined, as it is, by the many unusual illustrations 
from photographs of wild game by Kermit Roosevelt and 
other members of the expedition and from drawings by 
Philip R. Goodwin. 

Of the Roosevelt party on the trip was Lieut. Col. 
Edgar A. Mearns, U.S.A., retired, together with Kermit 
Roosevelt, Edmund Heller, of California, and J. Alden 
Loring, of Owego, N.Y.; joined on reaching Africa by R. 
J. Cunninghame, a Scotchman, and Leslie Tarlton, an 
Australian. From the port of Mombasa the hinterland 
was approached on “a railroad through the Pleistocene,” 
in a region so abounding in game that the train nearly 
ran over a hyena, and giraffes knocked over wires and 
poles in crossing the track. It was like passing through 
a yast zoological garden, full of giraffe. zebra, waterbuck, 
impalla and other larger game, together with monkeys 
and other small fry too numerous to mention. 

When travel by caravan or in tent began it seemed 
almost luxurious compared with memories of camp life 
on the Great Plains and in the Rockies, with two tent 
boys as attendants and a small extension tent for the 
hot bath found almost a tropic necessity; but equatorial 
Africa is none too healthy for the white man, and the. fate 
of many early African explorers was not forgotten, who 
paid in life or health for hardships they endured. There 
was plenty of warm bedding for nights. cold at high 
altitudes even under the equator. In describing his equip- 
ment, Mr. Roosevelt speaks of his Whitman tree Army 
saddle and Army field glasses, a telescope being carried 
also for studying the habits of game. 

Among the most interesting game sought in this region 
was the wildebeest, powerful and ungainly, a variety of 
the brindled gnu, as savage as it is suspicious. Zebra, 
hartebeest, or gazelle, were found in herds. The landscape 
was suggestive of our Western cattle country, but inter- 
spersed with hills often brilliant with sweet-smelling 
yellow blossoms of the mimosa. Among the wooded hills 
also were birds in infinite variety. : 

Here Mr. Roosevelt takes exception to an excessive 
belief in the theory of “protective coloration” in animals, 





to which, however, he is willing to yield a partial assent. 
Hardly any plains animal of size makes any effort to 
escape its enemies by eluding their observation, he says. 
Black and white are normally the most conspicuous 
colors in nature, yet are borne by numerous creatures 
that have succeeded well in the struggle-for life. Almost 
any combination of tints among the grays, browns and 
duns harmonizes well with at least some surroundings in 
most landscapes; but in few instances among the larger 
mammals is there reason for supposing that the creature 
gains any benefit from its “protective coloration.” The 
zebra, for example, which has been held up as an instance 
of such coloration, is really particularly conspicuous in 
its normal surroundings, the open plains. 

There was unceasing interest in rides through teeming 
herds of game. Game was shot only when the safari. 
as an African hunting caravan is called, was out of 
meat, or when a skin was needed for the collection. A 
careful record was kept of many shots, distance, condi- 
tions and surroundings, and Mr. Roosevelt remarks 
frankly that “sometimes I shot fairly well, and sometimes 
badly”—the latter hardly borne out by the recorded bag! 
Generally each head of game cost a goodly number of 
bullets, but only twice did the hunter wound animals 
which he failed to get. 

Among the dangerous game encountered were lion, 
buffalo, elephant, rhinoceros and leopard. During the 
last few decades, in Africa, hundreds of white hunters 
and thousands of natives have been killed or wounded by 
such game. On the whole, the lion may be considered the 
most formidable, and many grewsome incidents are re- 
lated of injury and death from lions. Everywhere in 
the region traversed at this part of the expedition were 
“signs that the lion was lord and his reign was cruel.” 

The native porters were an interesting study; strong, 
patient, good-humored savages, with a childlike quality 
that led to real fondness for them. Each was supposed 
to carry from fifty-five to sixty pounds. As the long file 
of burden bearers started they carried with much pride 
an American flag at the head of the procession. Some 
would blow on horns or whistles and others beat tomtoms, 
and at intervals this was renewed throughout the march; 
or the men might suddenly begin to chant. Each porter 
in addition to a required blouse or jersey and drawers and 
blanket, usually had something else to which his soul 
inclined; perhaps an exceedingly shabby coat, or an um- 
brella, an article for which they had a special attachment. 
Headgear varied—a fez, a skin cap or some purely savage 
headdress. 

Natives of many tribes were encountered; slender 
Somalis, with clear cut features; Swahilis, often well 
clad in half European costume, the women in flowing, 
parti-colored robes; Wakamba, with filed teeth; Kikuyu, 
with girdles of chains and armlets and anklets of solid 
metal; Masai warriors, each with long-bladed war spear, 
their hair daubed red and twisted into strings ; Kayirondo, 
stark naked, with headdress of nodding plumes: and the 
brave and warlike Nandi, who. armed only with shields 
and spears, surrounded and killed a lion. A wild sight 
was the ring of spearmen, intent, silent: in the center a 
man-killing lion, whose thunderous wrath grew ever more 
dangerous. - His charge was met with sharp, four-foot 
blades that closed in from all sides, but not till he was 
pierced through again and again and had wounded two 
of the warriors was the lion finally overcome, gripping a 
spear head in his jaws with such force, in his final 
struggle, that the blade was bent double. 

In the elephant country, on Mount Kenia, Mr. Roose- 
velt brought down a big bull with good ivory with a 
double shot. Before he had time to reload appeared the 
charging bulk of another big bull elephant. There was 
only time to leap to one side behind a tree trunk, the 
elephant so close his trunk could have touched. As Mr. 
Roosevelt reloaded Cunninghame fired right and left, both 
bullets going home, the great beast wheeling to disappear 
in thick cover. The first tusker was found to carry a 
hundred and thirty pounds of ivory, and it was no light 
task to preserve his skin for mounting in a museum. 

Rhinoceros, giraffe, beasts of the jungle and the plain, 
all paid tribute to the rifles of the party, and in a 
succession of exciting incidents the pursuit of them is 
described, with much interesting description of their 
haunts and habits and of the half-savage peovles who 
shared in the chase or were met on the way. Through it 
all is made clear what an out-of-doors man Mr. Roosevelt 
has remained, in spite of his multiplicity of indoor 
activities. and how thoroughly he enjoyed this great hunt- 
ing expedition which he so well describes. 

In typography and in beauty of illustration nothing 
is left to be desired in the setting forth of this volume 
of over five hundred pages, of interest to every lover of 
outdoors and of good sport from the matter and the 
manner of its presentation, even aside from the expression 
of 4 active and compelling personality that permeates 
it all.

or secure, fought the fierce flames, but it was soon ascer- 
tained that these forces were inadequate to meet the 
conditions, and application was made for Federal sol- 
diers. These arrived under the command of Captain 
Offley (Capt. Robert S. Offley, 1st Inf.), who at once 
took strenuous steps for aiding in the extinguishment 
of the fires, which by this time had increased in fury 
and were spreading over a vast territory. Detachments 
of soldiers were sent to all points of the greatest need 
and every step taken to render the most efficient serv- 
ices. After the rangers and soldiers had fought the 
fires for some days and nights, and there seemed to be 
no decrease of the fires, it was deemed advisable to ask 
for more Federal aid. and soon thereafter Major Martin 
(Major Charles H. Martin, 1st Inf.) reached the scene 
with his men, and the work was again taken up. At 
this writing. Major Martin savs that the worst fires 
are now under complete contro] and that the forestry 
men and the local forces ean control the situation. 

“From reliable sources and the general impressions 
prevalent. T think that these forest fires are of incendiary 
origin. The fires would no sooner be extinguished at 
one point when one or more would break out a few 
miles distant and in a different direction, and several 
or more fires would be found burning in the same forest 
and far away from the original fire. No snarks ecovld 
have reached that section and started the blaze. The 
soldiers say that in one particular section they tracked 
the stens of a man, finding fires in his wake, but that 
after following him some time, his tracks were lost in 
the woods. e rangers and timber holders are con- 





vinced that there has been a concerted effort made to 


destroy the timber holdings both of the United States 
Government and individual and corporate owners. 

“Now that the Federal soldiers will soon leave us, 
it is but just and proper that we give them, rank and 
file, due praise for their untiring and most faithful 
services, services which were rendered with the most 
cheerful and willing dispositions. They fought hard 
and were always found where the flames were the most 
fierce. They took but little rest from their labors and 
ae on what was to hand or that could be packed to 
them. 

“Few homes have been destroyed in this section and 
we shall ever appreciate the kindness and work which 
all the fire fighters have done. We feel sure the Ist 
United States Regulars will be as equally diligent and 
brave should they ever be called upon to do battle 
amidst flames of shot and shell.”

CAMP STOTSENBURG. 


Recording the visit of the Secretary of War to Camp 
Stotsenburg, P.I., Aug. 9, the Cablenews-American tells 
‘us that a report of Camp Stotsenburg recently made by 
Major Joseph T. Dickman, I.G., states that Camp Stot- 
senburg is better suited for Cavalry and Artillery purposes 
that any post in the United States because of its hills, 
the rolling country and the excellent nature of the soil, 
which is always suitable for hiking, even immediately 
after heavy rains. A plan for enlarging the post from 
a Cavalry post into a post for two regiments of Cavalry 
and five batteries of Artillery has been drawn by Lieut. 
Col. John C. Gresham, commanding officer at the post. 
The present post is 1,100 yards in length by 150 yards in 
width, and instead of one row there will be two rows of 
quarters facing each other. Should but one regiment of 
Cavalry and three batteries of Artillery be ordered for 
station there, the Cavalry quarters in double rows would 
be on one side of the commanding officer’s quarters and 
the Artillery on the other side. 

By this arrangement the colonel of each Cavalry regi- 
ment would have his house in the center of his own 
regiment and his administration building on the parade 
ground in front of his house. There would be a road from 
the house of each of three commanders leading past his 
administration building and over to the barracks. Colonel 
Gresham has planted about 100 royal palms, which extend 
in a row across the parade. These palms would divide 
the post in half, and the post administration building, the 
guardhouse and the exchange would be in the center of 
this broad parade. ‘The hospital would be on the site 
of the present hospital, and the medical officers would 
have their quarters on the left of the general line of offi- 
cers’ quarters. The distance from officers’ line to the 
barracks would be 175 yards. The double line of stables, 
shops, ete., would be 100 yards in the rear of the men’s 
barracks. 

Colonel Gresham is a believer in beautifying his posts, 
and has already set out a nursery of about 3,000 trees, 
which can be transplanted as soon as it is determined how 
the new post will be set out. A Japanese flower garden 
and a post garden of about three acres are also under 
cultivation.

The Department of State has been advised, through its 
legation at The Hague, that signatures to the Additional 
Prize Court Convention were made on Sept. 19 at The 
Hague by representatives of the United States and other 
governments concerned. It will be recalled that, a grave 
question having arisen in this country regarding the 
constitutionality of that provision of Article III. of The 
Hague Prize Convention of Oct. 18, 1907 (which stipu- 
lated than an appeal might be taken to the International 
Prize Court against the judgment of national courts in 
prize matters), the Government of the United States, 
through a note dated May 24, 1910, sent out by the 
Netherlands government to the Powers signatory to the 
Prize Court Convention, suggested the negotiation of a 
supplemental protocol that would enable the United 
States and other countries having constitutional diffi- 
culties of a similar kind to ratify the Prize Court Con- 
vention in order that that court might be established. 
This proposed additional protocol stipulates that in place 
of the appeal from the decision of a national court, as 
provided in the original convention, an alternative 
procedure might be followed, by which those prize cases 
which have been the subject:of an unsatisfactory decision 
by the national courts may be submitted to the Inter- 
national Prize Court for a hearing de novo, the judgment 
of the International Prize Court in such a case to take 
merely the form of an award in damages, the court having 
no authority to pass upon the validity or nullity of the 
eapture in question, nor to reverse or affirm the decision 
of the national courts. It is proposed that this protocol 
shall be ratified at the same time as the Prize Court Con- 
vention itself, and the ratifications are to be deposited 
as soon as possible hereafter at a date to be later fixed. 
The countries signatory to the Prize Court Convention 
which have indicated their acceptance of the proposed 
additional protocol] are Germany, Argentine Republic, 
Denmark, France, Great Britain, Japan, Norway, 
Sweden, the Netherlands, Austria-Hungary, Spain and 
Chili, while Bulgaria, Ecuador and Salvadore have indi- 
cated their intention to adhere. 
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Col. S. E. Blunt, U.S.A., commandant of the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Armory, has greatly pleased the local 
authorities by changing the route of the tracks bringing 
freight cars to the Arsenal, so as to avoid crossing Benton 
Lawn. The Springfield Republican says: “Colonel Blunt 
has made the change because he appreciates the fact that 
sentimental reasons are often as potent as practical ones, 
and because he desires to consider the wishes of the 
Armory’s neighbors whenever it is possible.” The Repub- 
lican adds: “No one who is at all familiar with the indus- 
trial development of Springfield can doubt that the estab- 
lishment of the United States armory here was the most 
important and beneficial single event in the history of 
the city. It has for years been a training school for 
expert mechanics, and many of the most important in- 
dustries of the city have sprung from it almost directly. 
When Colonel Blunt was ordered to this city he 
found that in order to reduce the cost of construction 
here it would be necessary to eliminate the necessity of 
drawing all of the raw material from the railroad siding 
to the plant by horsepower, and also the drawing of 
various stores and material from one plant to the other 
in a similar way. He then devised his plan for bringing 
about a rail connection for the Armory. During the last 
three years the cost of construction at the local Armory 
has been reduced $1.14 a gun, and during the same time 
the cost at Rock Island has gone up, so that now the 
local Arsenal is a strong competitor of the newer one 
in Illinois, and is turning out guns cheaper than ever 
before, while the employees at the same time are receiy- 
ing more money.”

Of Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell, who is visiting 
New York, Marquis de Fontenoy in one of his articles, 
copyrighted by the Brentwood Co., says: “The story 
goes that at his first mess dinner he was commanded 
to sing a song, with the idea of subjecting him to the 
same amount of mild hazing which falls to the share of 
every youngster on joining his regiment. It was expect- 
ed that he would make the same somewhat pitiable ex- 
hibition as the others, for young English officers are, as 
a rule, somewhat shy and diffident. Instead of that he 
asked permission to accompany himself on the piano, 
and treated his hearers to such a performance that they 
kept him at it for an hour, and they treated him to 
round after round of applause, mingled with peals of 
laughter. While, of course, this did not actually win 
him promotion, still it had the effect of obtaining for 
him one staff appointment after the other, with the op- 
portunity of earning all sorts of distinction, notably in 
South Africa, where he was the commander and hero of 
the defense of Mafeking. The general is a man of great 
initiative and resource, which he showed, by the by, in 
organizing the defense of Mafeking, and when after- 
ward appointed inspector general of cavalry of the 
British army he inaugurated a reform so sensible that 
it attracted attention abroad. Until he put it into 
force, cavalry recruits on joining were put through a 
course of rough riding in the riding schools, which not 
only did much to dishearten them, and thereby retard 
their training, but which quite frequently broke their 
spirit.’ 
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The Army Mutual Aid Association has reached its 
highest membership since organization thirty-one years 
ago. Fourteen hundred and twenty three officers of the 
Army are now members of the association, and $1,784,000 
have been paid to the families of deceased officers who 
held membership in the association at their death. The 
records show that thousands of dollars have been tele- 
graphed to beneficiaries within twenty-four hours after 
the death of the deceased. A new record has been 
established this year in new membership, eighty-five offi- 
cers having been admitted since Mareh 1. The thirty-first 
annual report of the association is an interesting “ocu- 
ment. It contains the proceedings of the last annual 
meeting and gives some statistics of much interest to 
Army officers. The association is composed entirely of 
the latter, and has the advantage of being exclusively 
managed by them. The needs of the Service are no 
better known than to the officers themselves, and the 
association was organized so as to further the interests 
of officers ef the Army and their dependent relatives. 
That this undertaking has been and is being accom- 
plished is no better illustrated than by the records of 
the office of the secretary, wherein are contained hundreds 
of letters from beneficiaries grateful for the prompt 





payment of the insurance and for the assistance ren- 
dered by the association in the preparation and forward- 
ing of pension papers, 
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The burden of Admiral C. F. Goodrich’s admirably 
terse article in The Independent on “Mr, Newberry and 
Navy Yard Management” is “the necessity of developing 
a body of skilled ‘shop managers.’” The day of rough 
guessing and the rule of thumb has passed. This is the 
age of experts, of machine power calculated down to the 
smallest unit. “The mere holding of a commission in 
the Navy,” says the Admiral, “will not suffice, whether 
it be in the line or in the Corps of Constructors,” to 
produce the necessary shop manager. Mr. Newberry 
found himself driven to look to the naval constructors 
to develop into trained scientific managers. By sifting 
out those temperamentally unfitted to become such, he 
hoped to develop a skilful and competent staff, able to 
introduce those economies on shore which present indus- 
trial progress demand. Much remains to be done, but 
there is no doubt in Admiral Goodrich’s mind that the 
eventual outcome will be to make the simplified organiza- 
tion, already established, thoroughly efficient. Secretary 
Newberry’s grasp of the situation and his part in bring- 
ing about a better state of things, as Admiral Goodrich 
believes, are too important not to warrant study and 
recognition. 
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The recent successful running of races open to officers 
of the Army, and the interest in this class of racing 
shown by the officers and the public at the late meetings 
of the clubs at Baltimore and Saratoga, has induced the 
United Hunts Racing Association to offer two races for 
Army officers under similar conditions at their race 
meeting to be held at Belmont Park Terminal, Queens, 
I..I.. on Election Day, Tuesday, Nov. 8, and the Saturday 
following, Nov. 12. The flat race is confined to horses 
owned by officers, and the steeplechase, of about two 
miles, is open to horses owned by the Government or 
officers of the U.S. Army. In both races the horses must 
be ridden by officers. In addition to the value of the 
purse to the winner, the winner will also receive a hand- 
some silver cup, in commemoration of the win. Officers 
should not overlook the opportunity to win one of these 
cups, and those desiring to make entries should address 
the United Hunts Racing Association, 571 Fifth avenue, 
New York city. 
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Officers of the Army Medical Corps, who have been 
among the first to realize the importance of the fight 
against the mosquito, and among the most efficient in 
carrying it out, will be interested in what is said to be 
the first ocean-going mosquito-proof steamer. She is the 
Jonathan Holt, built for the African trade, and USS. 
Consul Horace Lee Washington reports her arrival at 
Liverpool, England, in July, to commence regular service 
in the Liverpool-West African trade. Fittings are pro- 
vided against the intrusion of mosquitoes in the quarters 
of both passengers and crew. Great care has been given 
to the convenient placing of these fittings to make them 
readily adjustable. The vessel is 262 feet long. has 38 
feet beam and is 18 feet 3 inches in depth. The plan 
of arrangement adopted was recommended by Prof. 
Major Ronald Ross, C.B., a recognized malarial expert, 
who is publishing a book on prevention of malaria, which 
will contain a full description and plans for fitting vessels 
like this. 
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A special meeting of the National Board for the Pro- 
motion of Rifle Practice will be held in Washington, D.C., 
on Sept. 26, to consider the protest of Lieut. William H. 
Clopton, jr., 13th U.S. Cay., captain of the Cavalry rifle 
team, against the decision of Col. R. K. Evans, 28th 
U.S. Inf., executive officer of the National Team Match, 
throwing out the skirmish score of the Marine Corps 
team at Camp Perry. As has been stated in the ARMY 
AND Navy Journat, Captain Clopton and the other 
members of the Cavalry rifle team refuse to take the 
second prize, which has been awarded to_the Cavalry, 
because they think that it belongs to the Marine Corps 
team. If the skirmish score is placed to the credit of 
the Marine Corps team it will be entitled to the second 
prize, and the Cavalry will be reduced to third piace. 
No question has ever been raised as to the entire 
innocence of the members of the Marine Corps team of 
any responsibility for the action of an outsider which led 
to the decision against them. 
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A Marine Corps Interpost Competition will take place 
at Winthrop, Md., on Oct. 10-11, competing teams being 
Washington Barracks vs. Navy Yard and Annapolis vs. 
Norfolk, for the same prizes as in the match at Wake- 
field and for a trophy presented by the members of the 
Marine Corps rifle team of this year, valued at $150. 
The match between the barracks at Port Royal and 
Charleston, S.C., will take place at Port Royal some time 
in the latter part of October or November. The match 
between the barracks at Pensacola, Fla.. and New 
Orleans, La., will take place in December. The two last 
named matches will be as above, except no trophy offered. 
The annval report of the Inspector of Target Practice 
shows 2,340 enlisted men of the Marine Corps drawing 
increased compensation allowed by law for marksmen, 
sharpshooters and expert riflemen. 
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The census of Manila, P.I., completed in the first 
quarter of this year, gives it a population of 234,409, as 
against 223,542 in 1907. The American population de- 
ereased in the three years 1,025, and the Chinese 3,935. 
The Filipinos increased 16,567. As to health conditions 
in Manila, so decisive do the medical investigators into 
the cause of beriberi consider the discoveries connecting 
polished rice with that disease that, on the recommenda- 
tion of the director of health, the Governor General. in 
an order dated July 7, forbade the use of that kind of 
rice in public institutions. There were 961 cases of 
beriberi last year in Manila alone. At the close of the 
first quarter 578 cases of cholera were reported, as 
against 2,221 for the same period last year. 





Prince Tsai Hsun, commander of the navy of China 
and uncle of the Chinese Emperor, arrived in San Fran- 


cisco, Cal., Sept. 19, suffering from a threatened attack 
of pneymonia. 


After going ashore the Prince ordered 


his carriage closed. and the parade through the Chinese 
district was curtailed. Upon reaching the hotel the 
Prince went immediately to his apartments, where Dr. 
Allen gave him attention at once. The condition of the 
Prince caused abandonment of several entertainments 
arranged, among them a reception of the Chinese Six 
Companies and the Chinese Board of Trade. Among the 
party with the Prince is Admiral Sah Chen Pong, of 
the Chinese navy.

He will proceed to Seattle 
and report by telegraph to the commanding general, 
Department of the Columbia, for assigmment to duty, 
and as commanding officer of the cableship Burnside and 
for duty in the Army Transport Service as quartermaster 
and commissary of that cableship, with station at 
Seattle, relieving 1st Lieut. Walter C. Jones, S.C., of 
those duties. 
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The following items are taken from the Bulletin of 
Militia Notes, W.D., Sept. 21: Allotments from funds 
appropriated under “Encampment and Maneuvers, Or- 
ganized Militia,” contemplate only transportation from 
home stations to encampments and return. A state cannot 
be reimbursed for the loss of a horse which died from 
injuries received at joint maneuvers. The garrison school 
at Fort Walla Walla, Wash., will be discontinued about 
Oct. 1, 1910. <A retired Army officer can lawfully hold 
a commission in the Organized Militia and perform the 
duties of a surveying officer. The title of the officer as 
a member of the Organized Militia should be given in 
the order. 





John Barry Ryan, of New York, organizer of the U.S. 
Aeronautical Reserve, spent a day in Washington this 
week in conference with Army and Navy officers, in 
order to obtain the assistance and co-operation of the 
military departments of the Government in bekalf of 
his organization. Mr. Ryan saw Brig. Gen. James Allen, 
U.S.A., Chief Signal Officer of the Army, and Capt. 
Frank F. Fletcher, U.S.N., Aid for Materiel of the Navy. 
While no official action was taken by either the War or 
Navy Departments, it is understood that Mr. Ryan was 
promised co-operation and moral support.

The captains go to Eng- 
land, Germany and France to study the methods of con- 
struction and the naval establishments, and the sub- 
lieutenants will attend the war college at Paris.

Capt. Verling K. Hart, 15th U.S. Inf., who was re- 
tired from active service Sept. 17, 1910, for disability 
incident thereto, was born in Kansas April 9, 1871. He 
was appointed to West Point from Wyoming in 1889, 
and was graduated on June 12, 1893, and promoted to 
the Army as a second lieutenant and assigned to the 16th 
Infantry. He was transferred to the 17th Infantry Aug. 
4, 1893, and was promoted first lieutenant April 26, 1895. 
He served with the 17th Infantry in the campaign in 
Cuba, being engaged in the battles of El Caney and San 
Juan and in the siege of Santiago. He went to the 
Philippines in February, 1899, and was promoted cap- 
tain, 29th Infantry, on Feb. 2, 1901. He was transferred 
to the 17th Infantry in April of that year, and was 
detailed to the Quartermaster’s Department in 1903. He 
was, in 1907, assigned to the 15th Infantry. Captain 
Hart is the son of the late Major Verling K. Hart, 5th 
J.S. Cav., a Civil War veteran. Captain Hart’s last 
post of duty was at Fort Douglas, Utah. 

Capt. Charles E. Fox, U.S.N., promoted rear admiral 
Sept. 16. 1910, by the retirement of Rear Admiral Berry, 
was appointed to the Naval Academy in June, 1868, and 
is known as one of the most competent officers in the 
Navy. He reached the grade of ensign July, 1873. He 
served in the Hartford, on the Asiatic Station, up to 
1875, and next went to the Hydrographic Office for duty. 
He subsequently served in the Adams, Coast Survey, 
Nipsic, of the European Station: at the Navy Depart- 
ment, and was aid to the admiral 1884-6. He next 
served with the Iroquois and Vandalia, in the Office of 
Naval Intelligence, was flag lieutenant of the Asiatic and 
Pacific Squadrons and served at the Naval Observatory 
from February, 1896, to October. 1897, when he went 
to the Vickshurg and Helena. He served in the latter 
vessel from Oct. 23, 1897, to 1900, and then went to 
the Naval Observatory for duty. He was later in com- 
mand of the Adams, was inspector of the 11th Lighthouse 
District, in command of the South Dakota and Wabash, 
and his last assignment was as commandant of the navy 
yard, Charleston, S.C., and the 6th Naval District. 

Cant. John C. Fremont, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral Sept. 22, 1910, by the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Winslow, is the son of Gen. John C. Fremont, U.S.A., 
famed as “the Pathfinder” and the first candidate of the 
Republican party for President of the United States, and 
a grandson of the famous “Old Bullion” Benton, who 
was U.S. Senator from Missouri in the most stirring 
days in that section of the country, and the intimate 
friend and political adviser of President Jackson. Rear 
Admiral Fremont was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in June, 1868, by President U. S. Grant, and was grad- 
uated midshipman in June, 1872. He reached the grade 
of ensign in July, 1873: master in» November, 1877: 
junior lieutenant in March, 1883; lieutenant in Septem- 
ber, 1884; lieutenant commander in March, 1899, and 
commander in April, 1902, and captain Oct. 10, 1906. 
During his service he was on the Wabash in Europe in 
1872-4: the Powhatan, of the North Atlantic Station, 
in 1876-8; on special lighthouse duty in the Coast 
Survey Service hetween 1878 and 1884: was on duty on the 
Hartford, Pacific Station, during 1884-6. He also served 
in the Hydrographic Office, on ordnance duty in Wash- 
ington, as assistant superintendent of New York Harbor, 
on the Indiana, and was in command of the torpedoboat 
Cushing, and also on the Porter between 1895-97. He 
was in command of the torpedohoat Porter during the 
early part of 1898, when the Spanish War was threaten- 
ing. He was immediately assigned with that ship to 
important despatch duty by the late Rear Admiral Samp- 
son, and he made several landings in Cuba for conferences 
with General Gomez, of the Cuhan forces. He hecame 
the supervisor of New York Harbor Aug. 22, 1898, and 
continued in that work until he was sent to Cavite in 
April, 1991. Returning home after that duty. he was 
successively on the General Inspection Board and in 
command of the new monitor Florida, and in 1906 was 
honored with the appointment as naval attaché at both 
Paris and St. Petersburg. Secretary Mever chose him 
to he commandant of the Boston Navy Yard, although 
the position is a rear admiral’s command. Rear Admiral 
Remey. who in 1991 commanded the Asiatic Squadron, 
formed a strong admiration for his subordinate. He 
said that Rear Admiral, then Lieutenant, Fremont had 
found the Cavite yard a pest-ridden hole and left it in 
sanitary condition. Rear Admiral Fremont married Miss 
Anderson, of Tennessee, a descendant of the old New 
York Dutch families, the Van Wycks and Van Court- 
landts. Three children were born to them, Lieut. John 
C. Fremont, jr., U.S.N.. and two daughters. Jessie 
Benton and Juliet Van Wyck. Rear Admiral Fremont 
is a good sportsman. He plays tennis, is a judge of 
horses and is an enthusiastic and practical motorist. He 
is a member of the University. New York, and the Army 
and Navy and Chevy Chase, of Washington. :

THE 27TH ON THE MARCH. 


En Route to Fort Sheridan, Ill., Sept. 20, 1910. 

The 27th Infantry marched out of the 100-mile section of 
ysandy roads of Wisconsin since last letter and arrived at the 
camping points south of Lake Kegonsa, Wis. The sandy 
roads taught several lessons for both foot and mounted 
troops.. Previous to starting from the maneuver grounds 
on the 260-mile march homeward, the commanding officer 
inspected the shoes of every man and all shoes not likely 
to stand the hard service of the sand were discarded. When 
the sand is dry the shoe sinks deeply into it and the fine 
grains not only get into the shoe, but the shoe adheres to the 
sand, putting additional strain and wear upon it. If the 
sand is wet, the marching conditions are better unless there 
are soft spots in the road, in which case the shoes sink and 
progress is retarded. The commanding officer also inspected 
the horses, and care was taken to have the animals well shod; 
for the sandy roads make it hard for the animals, and tend 
to loosen the shoe. All mules and wagons had to be care- 
fully inspected, harness fixed and wheel tires made extra 
secure. Consequently Col. William L. Pitcher’s command 
emerged out of the sand district in good condition after 
marching some six days. 

Edgerton, Wis., was the next camp of the command. The 
town is in the tobacco section and there are a number of 
tobacco factories and considerable cigar stock is manufac- 
tured. The command went into camp on the stock feeding 
grounds. 

Tuesday morning the march was resumed to Janesville, a 
well known military town, for the reason that many of the 
sons of Wisconsin sailed from Janesville to take part in 
the wars. The 16th Wisconsin Regiment was organized for 
the War of the Rebellion and in 1861 camped on what is 
now the Fair Grounds. The 27th Infantry occupied the 
same grounds while in camp. Major Gen. George M. Ran- 
dall, U.S.A., retired, is from this section and many of the 
visitors to the camp spoke of the gallantry of this Wisconsin 
officer. 

While at Janesville, Lieut. Joseph F. Griffiths, 27th Inf., 
received notice of his promotion as Captain. An effort is 
being made to retain this officer in the regiment. He joined 
the 27th when the regiment was organizing, and it is hoped 
that a transfer can be arranged so that this efficient officer 
may remain with the 27th Infantry. 

The citizens of Janesville were entertained in the after- 
noon by a concert by the 27th Infantry band. Major Mc- 
Donald’s squadron, 15th Oav., camped in Janesville the night 
of the 12th. Howe’s battalion of the 27th will pass through 
on the 15th, so the people of Janesville are witnessing a 
great deal of military life these days. Many visitors are in 
the camps all the time. 

Wednesday the regiment marched twenty-three miles and 
gained seven miles on its itinerary time. The men are 
hardened to long and fast marches, making the twenty-three 
miles from Janesville to Delevan Lake at the rate of three 
miles every fifty minutes. At noon the column was halted 
for one hour for coffee and lunch along the roadside. The 
command passed through the town of Delevan shortly after 
noon and the soldiers witnessed an odd sight at the large 
Deaf and Dumb Institution of Wisconsin. There are some 
700 inmates and many watched the column passing, express- 
ing their ideas with the finger language. 

En route to Delevan the column passed through the Shet- 
land pony farms, where some 500 of the little ponies are 
kept and shipped at proper seasons to all parts of the coun- 
try. Lake Delevan is a fine stretch of smooth water, the 
banks an excellent camping ground. ‘There is good drinking 
water available. 

At sick call each evening very few men report at the hos- 
pital tent for treatment by Major Van Pool, the surgeon of 
the command. Hardly a dozen men are footsore, although 
the marches are all longer than ordinarily expected of an 
Infantry command. 

Sept. 15 the command marched through the pretty little 
town of Geneva, on Lake Geneva, where it was the inten- 
tion to camp, but the excellent condition of the men justified 
continuing the march to Lake Genosa, a distance of eighteon 
miles. There are some beautiful residences on the shores 
of these lakes. Near Lake Geneva the command passed 
within sight of the great Yerkes Observatory, where one of 
the most powerful telescopes in the world is stationed. 

In the evening a party of friends was entertained by 
Colonel Pitcher, Major Van Pool, Captains Fries, Saville, 
Crain, Griffiths and Chaplain Rice. 

Sept. 16 the command went into camp at Genosa, seven 
miles in advance of its itinerary point for this date. In the 
evening Privates McDonald, Fisher, Wheeler, Higgins, Sim- 
mons, Schinieder and others entertained with camp-fire songs. 
One soldier recited ‘‘Sheridan Only Twenty Miles Away,’’ 
and the lively pieces played by the 27th’s band served to 
cheer up everybody. 

On the next day the command marched into Fort Sheri- 
dan, having averaged eighteen miles per day since the start 
from Sparta, Wis., Sept. 1. The command was timed to 
arrive at Fort Sheridan two days later, but owing to their 
fine condition it was the desire of every member of the com- 
mand to get in ahead of time. The feat was accomplished 
without a man falling out. One man was kicked by a mule 
and another suffered from a chronic illness, making it neces- 
sary for these two men to ride. All of the others remained 
in the column to the last.

Men possessing the qualifications for appointment as master 
electricians, engineers, electrician sergeants, master gunners, 
or firemen; as gun commanders, gun pointers, plotters, or ob- 
servers, and for classification as gunners, should therefore be 
so appointed or classified by the military authorities of the 
states concerned. As most of these men occupy positions of 
responsibility requiring technical knowledge and skill, a standard 
of efficiency should be adopted based on that established in the 
Regular Service. No appointment should be made unless that 
standard is attained, and no enlisted man of any Coast Artillery 
reserve organization will be intrusted with the independent use, 
in a fortification, of any Coast Artillery instrument, or other 
article of equipment, connected with these special and expert 
duties until it shall appear that he has attained such a standard. 

With a view to carrying out the foregoing and to insuring 
a proper uniformity in the various states, the commandant of 
the Coast Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Va., will cause to he 
prepared by the school board, and will forward to the Ad- 
tant General of the Army annually, on March 1 and Sept. 1, 
sets of questions for use in examinations for appointment to 
each of the following-named grades: 

a. Master electrician. b. Engineer. c. Electrician sergeant, 
first class. d. Master gunner. e. Electrician sergeant, second 
clas. f. Fireman. 

Examining boards should be convened by the military au- 
thorities of each State having candidates to be examined, and 
application should be made by them through the proper de- 
partment commander to the Adjutant General of the Army 
for as many sets of questions as may be needed. The exami- 
nations will be held on the second Monday in May and October 
of each year. At the time the examination Sp are furnished 
to the State authorities, the commanding officer of the Artillery 
district within which the examination is to be held will be di- 
rected by the department commander concerned to detail an 
officer of the Coast Artillery Corps on duty in his district 
to be present at the examination as the representative of the 
United States. 

The order then goes on to state the routine to be followed 
in marking and forwarding the examination papers, and an 
wvenne mark of 75 per centum or more will be the qualifying 
mark. 

Pending the publication by the War Department of the stand- 
ard to be attained by commissioned officers of the Coast 
tillery Reserves no standard will be announced or any exami- 
nation of such officers held by department or other command-

thereon in writing to the commanding officer, with such 
recommendations as he may deem proper. The commanding 
officer will return to report, with his views and action 
indorsed thereon, and if he deem the action recommended 
impracticable or undesirable, will state fully his objections. 
The surgeon, after noting the commanding officer’s state- 
ment (in the medical history if at a permanent post) will for- 
ward the report, through military channels, to the Surgeon 
General. Special sanitary reports will take the same course 
as the regular monthly sanitary reports. As far as prac- 
ticable, intermediate commanders will correct sanitary de- 
fects, noting their action by indorsement. 

Sanitary inspections of a general hospital or other estab- 
lishment or organization of the Medical Department will be 
made under the direction of the medical officer in command, 
by a junior medical officer assigned to that duty, who will 
report in writing to the commanding officer. The latter will 
forward the reports, through military channels, to the Sur- 
geon General. indicating his action by indorsement thereon. 
The commanding officer will keep an appropriate record of 
the reports and his indorsements.

The Navy Department on Sept. 17 issued a statement 
exonerating the builders of the battleship North Dakota 
from responsibility in connection with the recent fire in 
the oil fuel system of the battleship. The North Dakota 
was built by the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, of 
Quincy, Mass. The statement was as follows: “From 
the published reports of the accident on the North 
Dakota the impression seems to have gone forth that the 
builders were wholly responsible for it. In fact, the in- 
stallation of the oil burners is after designs that have 
been used in other navies for a long time with great 
success. Furthermore, all the detailed plans were ap- 
proved by the Navy Department. Under the circum- 


stances no one can be held accountable unless it is the 
Navy ‘Department, provided the installation was in 


accord with the approved designs. As a matter of fact, 
owing to the nature of the accident and the extreme 
rapidity with which the terrific heat was evolved, the 
evidence as to the cause of the accident is not very 
clear.” 
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Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, has 
completed a very thorough and careful inspection of the 
arsenals, armories and gun shops of the Ordnance De- 
partment. While no radical changes were recommended 
by General Crozier, he did make some suggestions in the 
direction of systemizing the work in the factories and 
arsenals. In the opinion of the ordnance officers, work 
is being done in the department on as economical and 
systematic basis as in private plants. The detail system 
has proved to be a success, and in the opinion of the 
officers has added much to the efficiency of the different 
plants. 





The adoption of a new cap by the Marine Corps is 
being given serious consideration. There will practically 
be no difference in the appearance of the new cap, but 
it will have a softer crown and be more adjustable to 
the head. Any attempt to make a change in the appear- 
ance of the Marine Corps cap would meet with violent 
opposition by the older officers of the Corps. Marines 
are known the world over by the natty appearance of 
their dress uniform, and much is contributed to this 
appearance by the cap. It is recognized, however, that 
the cap now used is easily blown from the head, and an 
effort is being made to overcome this defect. 
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After being practically closed for about two years, 
steps are now being taken for the opening of the New 
Orleans Naval Station. Just before the close of the 
Roosevelt Administration abont $200,000 was appro- 
priated for improvements at that station, but President 
Roosevelt ordered that the contracts should not be let. 
The most important improvement to be made at the sta- 
tion is a new sawmill and joiner shop at a cost of about 
$60,000. Fifty thousand dollars will also be expended 
in completing the power plant. The balance of the money 





will be expended on general improyements of the station. 
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RECREANT PACIFIC COAST EMPLOYERS. 


We have said some very sharp things about employers 
that refuse to permit their men to do military duty as 
members of the National Guard, but no one reading the 
reports of the Regular and National Guard officers on 
the joint Army and Militia coast defense exercises in 
4909 will believe that we have spoken too severely. In- 
deed, the right-minded person cannot but think that even 
severer condemnation could righteously have been ex- 
pressed. Major George W. Gatchell, U.S.A., commanding 
the Artillery District of San Diego, Cal., reports that 
only about fifty per cent. of the Militia company serving 
there attended the encampment. “This seems to have 
been due,” he says, “not to lack of desire to attend, but 
to the necessity of remaining at work to retain their 
positions. The condition of mind of the employer toward 
the Organized Militia will have to undergo a radical 
change before this practical instruction can be made of 
greatest yalue. It is not believed that this is merely a 
local condition, but that the local condition is a symptom 
of a general trouble. The employer has no eye for future 
troubles. He cannot see beyond the present accumulation 
of profit.” 

That such things could be written about any business 
men of the Pacific coast is almost inconceivable. Repre- 
sentative McLachlan has been thundering in the halls of 
Congress about the defenselessness of the Pacific coast, 
books have been written on the helplessness of the slope 
before an invasion from the Pacific, and yet, in the face 
of all that, we find the business men of that section so 
indifferent to the needs of the hour that, as Major 
Gatchell says, they have no eye for future troubles. If 
the complaint had been made about employers in Iowa, 
Missouri, Dakota or other interior states we should not 
have been so surprised, but it is with astonishment, not 
unmixed with indignation, that we hear such words said 
about the merchants of California, which only a few 
months ago was on the point of embroiling the whole 
country in a bitter controversy with Japan. If the 
worst had come to the worst, and Japan had gone to 
war, California would have called upon the whole nation 
to defend it, yet now it refuses to do its share in defend- 
ing its own coast. We say California, although Major 
Gatchell criticises only some employers, because these 
business men are undoubtedly representative of the com- 
mercial interests of the state. California should be 
ashamed of herself for this condition of mind among her 
business men. How can that state properly come before 
Congress now with a demand that a large fleet be sta- 
tioned in the Pacific when she shows herself so remiss in 
her own duty? We recall that the commercial bodies of 
the Pacific Slope only recently prepared a formal protest 
against denuding the Pacific of fighting ships. Now there 
is one more thing these commercial bodies need to do: 
They should get together and notify such business men 
as the ones of whom Major Gatchell complains that the 
time has gone by for such discrimination against young 
men who desire to do military duty. They have a senti- 
ment to work up at home just as valuable to them in a 
way as the feeling they are seeking to develop in Congress. 

It would be bad enough if California were the only 
State to manifest so unpatriotic a spirit, but the situa- 
tion is one that calls for the strongest reprobation when 
we find in Oregon a spirit as contemptible as that dis- 
played in California, if not more so. Capt. Charles H. 
Abercrombie, 1st Company, C.A.C., National Guard of 
Oregon, thus reported to the War Department: “Twenty- 
four members of the Ist Company in Astoria did not at- 
tend the encampment for the reason that in the majority 
of cases their employers refused to allow them to leave 
their positions, and in some cases stated that if they 
went with the company no further work would be given 
them. It is directly due to such men as the above that 
the attendance was so small, and they of all others are 
the men most affected by hostile conditions and the first 
to complain of governmental inefficiency. It is for them 
that armies are maintained and they are the onés to re- 
ceive protection, yet they manifest their appreciation of 
such protection in the manner above stated. Such men 
do not look to the future but only see the present and 
the dollar that is to be made or saved to-day.” 

Of this company (Captain Abercrombie’s), Major 
A. Campbell, U.S.A., coast defense officer, Department 
of the Columbia, Fort Stevens, Ore., reports: ‘The poor 
attendance of the company is explained by the state- 
ment that the employers would not let their men off and 
threatened them with loss of their positions if they left. 
The Captain stated that he made a personal canvass of 
the various employers and begged them to change their 
decisions, but without success. About six of the men 
were taken by him and forced to join the company, these 
men not being threatened with loss of position. The sit- 
uation in this respect is rather unfortunate, especially 
as the date of the encampment was postponed from July 
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in order to meet this very condition. -It is possible that 
some of the employers referred to are foreigners. None 
of them appear to have much interest in their State 
troops. The strength of the company present was barely 
sufficient to man one gun, without ammunition detach- 
ment.” : 

It will be noted in the report of the Regular officer 
that to meet the flimsy pretext about the rush of business 
the date of the encampment was changed to accommo- 
date the employers, but even with this concession the 
men were bullied and threatened in a way that ought to 
shame every true Oregonian. There is one feature of this 
Oregon situation we should like to have more light upon. 
Major Campbell says that Captain Abercrombie called 
on the employers to induce them to recede from their 
position that they would discharge the men going to camp. 
To the Captain, then, these employers must have made 
the bald statement that they would discharge his men. 
It was certainly the duty of the Captain to proceed 
against these employers in the courts if there is a law 
under which he could so act. If there is no such law 
there ought to be one placed on the statute books at the 
next session of the legislature. The outspoken tone of 
Captain Abercrombie’s report shows that he feels deeply 
the insult to the Service and he is the kind of man who 
ought to interest the business men and others in Oregon 
in Baving a law passed that will protect the men of the 
National Guard as far as possible from narrow-minded, 
unpatriotic and dangerous employers, for such men are 
little less than a danger to the commonwealth. In the 
State of New York there is a law prohibiting employers 
from discriminating against employees who have to ab- 
sent themselves from work to do military duty, and we 
know of some instances in which business men who were 
opposed to their employees going to camp have had their 
attention very forcibly called to the provision of the 
statutes protecting the rights of Guardsmen. 

We had believed that the visit of the Battleship Fleet 
and the resultant awakening of an apparently new spirit 
on the Pacific coast augured a bright future for the Or- 
ganized Militia of that section, but if such a feeling 
pervades the business community as that against which 
both Regular and National Guard officers have vigorously 
raised their voices, there is much yet to be done to put 
the States of California and Oregon in the proper atti- 
tude toward the scheme of national defense and make 
them understand that it is little short of impudence for 
them to demand costly coast defenses from the National 
Government when they are unwilling to do the duty that 
lies at their door. 
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NAVY TARGET PRACTICE COMMENDED. 


Capt. Johnson Hagood, Coast Art. Corps (Gen. Staff), 
who was one of the Army observers of the target prac- 
tice, Atlantic Fleet, has returned to Washington, and is 
full of praise for the Navy because of the splendid results 
obtained by them in target practice. Captain Hagood 
saw only the spotting practice, but had an opportunity 
to observe the methods of fire-control used by the Navy. 
This subject interested him more than any other because 
he is considered an expert in that subject, and for three 
years, while in the Office of the Chief of Coast Artillery, 
he was in charge of that matter for the coast defenses. 
A few years ago he delivered an address before the Naval 
War College on the Army methods of fire-control. 

It will be remembered that a year or two ago there 
was considerable discussion throughout the Service and 
elsewhere as to the relative merits of the spotting methods 
used by the Navy and the fire-control methods used on 
shore by the Coast Artillery. The final outcome of the 
discussion was that the Coast Artillery adopted the 
material target, but made no change in its fire-control 
methods. Captain Hagood says that the Navy is very 
much handicapped in any fire-control methods because 
of the rolling and pitching of the ship and of the very 
limited space in which they are compelled to work. It 
is not possible to get either a horizontal or vertical base 
line, and the Navy has adopted spotting in connection 
with self-contained base instruments. The value of 
spotting depends upon the training of the officers and 
men who use it, and the great success obtained in the 
Navy is undoubtedly due to the high state of efficiency 
and the determined spirit to get results. Year by year 
the ranges have been extended, until now, firing at the 
very longest ranges, they secure actual hits on a material 
target in spite of apparently insurmountable obstacles. 
The Coast Artillery, on the other hand, have either good 
horizontal or vertical base lines, and often both, and the 
determination of an absolute range which is accurate 
within five yards is a very simple and easy proposition 
with the use of the mechanical devices now provided for 
that purpose. 

The Navy, fortunately, has a more liberal allowance 
of target practice ammunition than the Coast Artillery. 
This has greatly assisted in developing their system, by 
which, without accurate means of determining range, 
they find the range themselves by spotting, and manage 
to get a large percentage of shots to pass through a 
material target. The officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy who have worked up this system to such a high 
state of efficiency and who accomplish such splendid 
results are certainly to be greatly congratulated. 
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stated that President Taft announces that 
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in his message to Congress in December he will recom- 
mend the appropriation of $2,000,000 to begin the work 
of fortifying the Panama Canal. Mr. Taft has always 
favored the protection of the Canal with great guns,

and he thinks the time the time has arrived to begin 
the work. Also that the President will recommend to 
Congress that provision be made for two new battle- 
ships of the Dreadnought type. The President will 
reach Washington next Sunday, Sept. 25. The Cabinet 
will begin a series of daily meetings on the morning of 
Monday, Sept. 26. 
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We are surprised to find Harper's Weekly, in which 
have appeared so many valuable articles on military 
subjects, treating its readers to such primary school in- 
formation as the suggestions in its columns from one 
Harry Albert Austin that the National Guard should 
receive special instruction for riot duty. Mr. Austin 
utters this profound piece of advice: “Every officer of 
our citizen soldiery should have a proficient knowledge 
of the character of troops best suited for riot duty; the 
formations best adapted for attack and defense; accurate 
maps of cities and districts in which riots are liable to 
occur should be on file at the National Guard head- 
quarters of each state, and these should be carefully 
studied from a military point of view by those in com- 
mand; the location of water works, lighting plants, 
arsenals, etc., which are usually the object of attack by 
a mob, should be noted thereon, and general plans for 
their defense should be prepared and be’ immediately 
available.” That the National Guard is regularly in- 
structed in formations for riot duty is known to most 
persons who venture to speak or write on military sub- 
jects, and, as to maps, one may well wonder whether 
Harper’s Weekly considers an American city a South 
African wilderness unknown to the officers and men of 
the local Militia. In New York, for example, it is pre- 
sumed that Colonel Appleton, of the 7th Regiment, has 
a pretty good idea of where Centra] Park is, and we are 
quite sure Colonel Dyer on a pinch could get the 12th 
Regiment down through the trackless wilderness to the 
Brooklyn Bridge without any of the special “riot” maps 
recommended by Mr. Austin. Even if all the other offi- 
cers suddenly forgot the locality with which they had 
been familiar for a lifetime, recourse could be had to the 
Chief Signal Officer, N.G.N.Y., Lieut. Col. Frederick T. 
Leigh, who is supposed to know all the trails and passes 
in the desolate solitudes of Manhattan Island. We have 
yet to know when local troops have failed to put down 
a riot in the last generation or when a mob has been 
able to take possession of an arsenal or an armory. When 
a riot is impending in a city it is always the practice to 
send a special detail to guard the arsenals, and in such 
a city as New York jit would be impossible for a mob, 
unaided by artillery, to capture an armory defended by 
even the few employees regularly stationed therein. In 
the great Brooklyn trolley strike in 1895 the troopers of 
Squadron A, then Troop A, under Capt. Charles F. Roe 
(now Major General Roe), were able to sweep the streets 
clear of rioters, and we have never heard of their de- 
ploring the want of special maps of the labyrinthine 
streets of that borough. 
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Carrying out the policy of Secretary Meyer, the com- 
mandants of all the navy yards and stations on the 
Eastern coast held a conference in Washington this week. 
Aside from the commandants, there were present at the 
meeting Capt. F. F. Fletcher, Aid for Materiel; repre- 
sentatives of the Bureaus of Ordnance, Construction and 
Repair, Steam Engineering and Yards and Docks. Rear 
Admiral EB. H. C. Leutze, U.S.N., retired, commandant 
of the New York Yard, presided over the meeting. The 
recommendations and suggestions agreed to at this con- 
erence will be submitted to Secretary Meyer, who will 
take them up with the commandants of the Pacific coast 
yards when he makes his Western trip of inspection this 
fall. After the Secretary discusses these matters with 
the Pacific coast commandants he will probably formulate 
a number of new regulations covering the work at the 
yards and stations. Among the most important subjects 
which were under consideration was the allotment of 
funds to the various yards and the adoption of a uniform 
system of administration for all of the yards. An effort 
will be made so to distribute the funds as to keep a 
regular force at work the year round in all of the yards. 
In recent years the amount of work to be done in the 
yards has been very uncertain, and on that account the 
commandants all experienced considerable difficulty in 
keeping the highest class of labor, as they were unable 
to give them any assurance of steady employment. Aside 
from Rear Admiral Leutze, there were present at the 
conference Rear Admiral W. A. Marshall, commandant 
of the Norfolk Navy Yard; Rear Admiral Charles PB. 
Fox, commandant of the navy yard, Charleston, S.C.; 
Rear Admiral John C. Fremont, commandant of the navy 
yard, Boston, Mass.; Capt. Frank A. Wilner, com- 
mandant of the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H.; Capt. 
A. W. Grant, commandant of the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard, and Capt. Frank E. Beatty, commandant of the 
Washington Yard. 
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In a recent speech President Taft described the log- 
rolling method of voting appropriations for river and 
harbor work, distributing the work over as many different 
projects as possible and giving to each so little that no 
effective work could be done on any of them. “This,” 
said Mr. Taft, “is done with very little regard to the 
comparative merits of the different improvements, and it 
has a tendency to delay every improvement a number of 
years beyond the time when it might be made profitable 
by early completion. This is what has been called the 
‘piecemeal’ policy, and is very unsatisfactory. A super- 
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vising board of engineers should recommend to Congress 
the improvements in the order of their, importance, and 
should have the power to advise that body that the 
beginning of certain improvements should be postponed 
until other improvements are completely finished. It is 
doubtful how far, by Executive order, I can go in direct- 
ing the engineers to make recommendations informing 
Congress as to the relative importance of the projects 
adopted and entered upon. I think I have gone as far 
as I can in this matter, and I shall ask Congress for 
more power at its next session. This should be given 
in the form of authority to organize a board of engineers 
to go over many partially completed enterprises that 
were begun before the present plan of approval by two 
boards was adopted, or which by change in conditions 
need re-examination in order to determine whether they 
should not be abandoned. Until this is done these pro- 
jects, whether worthy or unworthy, will be promptly on 
hand at each session for an appropriation.” This is a 
rational view of the whole subject of public improve 
ments that will commend itself to the sober sense of the 
people. 








“The Panama Canal will be of absolutely no military 
importance unless it is fortified,” said Brig. Gen. Arthur 
Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, who returned Thurs- 
day, Sept. 22, from an inspection of the coast defenses. 
“Tt has been my understanding that one of the most 
important benefits to come to the country as a result of 
the construction of the Canal is that it will make it 
possible for us to send the Navy from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast, so that one fleet could be used in defending 
both of our coasts. The Canal is expected to double the 
value of our Navy, but this would be impossible unless 
it is fortified. Without fortifications a hostile fleet at 
one end of the Canal could pick off our fleet, vessel at 
a time, as it came out of the Canal in single column. 
With ample fortifications it would be possible for our 
fleet, after it came out of the Canal, to form and maneu- 
ver under the protection of the guns of the fortifications, 
and thus be prepared to drive away the enemy.” General 
Murray found the coast defenses in very fair condition. 
He will recommend a number of improvements, but 
nothing of a radical nature. He will probably ask Con- 
gress to appropriate money for a number of range 
finders and other minor improvements. This will be in 
addition to the fortifications which have been previously 
mentioned in the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL for Cape 
Henry. 
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In an order dated W.D., Sept. 15, 1910, is published 
Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 8, giving the mean 
results obtained with the various lots of powder in use 
during the target practice season of 1909, and extracts 
from reports of battery commanders and other officers 
concerning defects in material and methods, and sugges- 
tions for improvement ef target practice submitted as a 
result of the practices during 1909. This is an order of 
forty-five pages, including twenty-five pages of tables. 
From the tabulation of powder data given in this memo- 
randum it is hoped that battery commanders can obtain 
information which will enable them to assume for their 
trial shots a muzzle velocity which will place these shots 
near enough to the target to ensure their accurate obser- 
vation by the range observers. The order says: ‘The 
improvement in target practice in recent years has given 
rise to a just pride in the corps and has encouraged a 
healthy esprit. It is hoped that in the course of a few 
years we will be conducting fire and battle command 
practice at extreme ranges with the accuracy that has 
already been secured at short ranges. To accomplish 
this will require systematic work and hearty co-operation 
on the part of all officers.” 
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Sir William White, the well known constructor of 
the British navy, characterizes as nonsensical the 
stories of the substitution of petrol driven engines for 
steam engines, not only for small war vessels, but also 
for the big battleships in the Empire’s first line of 
defense. He says: “I do wish that these gentlemen who 
spread such stories of impending violent changes in 
existing conditions would read the reports of the Gaseous 
Explosions Committee, which has investigated the subject 
carefully, and learn what the real difficulties are in the 
problem involved. It is really shocking, when one thinks 
of it, to read some of their meanderings.” If, Sir Will- 
iam asks, the waste of energy in petrol motors of 100 
to 120 horsepower is so great, where would you be if 
you had the same proportionate waste in motors of 30,000 
horsepower? Work and experimentation, he says, are 
proceeding on scientific lines, and it is from that physicists 
and chemists will be able to help by showing the direction 
upon which such investigations may weil be conducted, 
but all this talk of the immediate running of petrol driven 
battleships is sheer nonsense, 





Infantry officers do not agree with the Inspector Gen- 
eral in his criticism of the marching capacity of our 
troops, believing that he is comparing our average march- 
ing with marching done by selected and specially trained 
foreign soldiers in endurance and distance marching 
contests, which were more or less spectacular. American 
infantrymen have in case of need, it is claimed, fully 
equaled any European achievements in marching, and 
they can do it again; but, of course, more or less pre- 
liminary training and hardening are necessary. 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Arrangements have been completed by Major General 
Wood, Chief of Staff, for the riding tests of the Army 
officers on duty at Washington. The tests this year will 
be divided into two parts, one-half of the officers taking 
the ride on Oct. 10 to 12 and the other half from Oct. 
15 to 17. The first party will probably be under the 
personal direction of General Wood. A course of ninety 
miles has been laid out from Washington through Rock- 
ville, Md., about on the same route that was followed 
last year. The first day out will be over a circuitous 
route from Washington to Rockville. On the second day 
the officers will ride fifteen miles out of Rockville on the 
Gettysburg Pike and return to town in the evening. On 
the third day the officers will return to Washington 
from Rockville on practically the same route which 
they covered in going to Rockville on the first day. The 
walking test will be held about a week after the com- 
pletion of the rides. A camp will be established by the 
War College detachment, in command of Lieut. Adna R. 
Chaffee, jr., 15th Cav., at which the officers will be 
quartered during the nights which they spend at Rock- 
ville. Among the officers who will probably take the 
ride are Brigadier General Aleshire; Cols. Thomas L. 
Casey, Spencer Cosby, Enoch H. Crowder, Joseph Gar- 
rard, Henry P. McCain, M. M. Macomb, George Ruhlen ;

Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Commissary General, has 
succeeded in reducing the weight of the haversack ration 
by from two to two and one-half ounces. This is done 
by the adoption of a new can for the three-fourths pound 
of sliced bacon, which is issued as the daily ration. The 
new can is not only lighter, but will be more easily 
opened and carried in the haversack. It consists of two 
pieces of tin. The top is of Tager tin, which can be 
easily cut bya penknife. The rest of the can is blocked 
out of a single piece of tin. It is a vacuum can, the 
same as the one in which bacon is now issued. 

About the first item of the new equipment to be issued 
by the Quartermaster’s Department will be the new 
buvle. <A little later will come the canvas wash basin 
and bucket. As these articles have been added to the 
equipment, they will be issued as soon as they can be 
turned out by the manufacturers. It will be from six 
months to a year before the department will begin to 
issue the new clothing that has been adopted by the 
Equipment Board. It is the policy of the War Depart- 
ment not to issue any of the new clothing until the old 
is exhausted. There is now on hand almost a year’s 
supply of the elothing. ‘The new bugle, which js to take 
the place of the trumpet which is now in use, is ex- 
pected to be a decided improvement over the instruments 
now issued to the Army. It is claimed that the sound 
from the bugle will earry further than that from the 
trumpet. Aside from this, it will be possible to blow 
the different calls more distinctly on the bugle than on 
the trumpet. 

The question whether or not Par. 215, Provisional 
Small-arms Firing Manual, 1909, is construed to mean 
that members of the Coast Artillery Corps non-commis- 
sioned staff are required to fire, having been presented 
to the War Department, it was decided that non-com- 
missioned staff officers of the Coast Artillery Corps are 
required to fire the dismounted course at revolver range 
practice. 

Colt’s revolvers, caliber .45, model of 1909, and acces- 
sories and ammunition therefor, have been issued through 
the Ordnance Department to troops in the Departments 
of Luzon and the Visayas, Philippine Islands, as fast as 
arm racks can be altered to receive the larger revolvers. 
These revolvers are to replace all Colt’s revolvers, caliber 
.38, and all of the caliber .45 of the single-action model 
and of the older double-action model. 

The New York Tribune of last Sunday publishes a 
series of eight illustrations of the recent march of the 
cadets of the Military Academy under the command of 
Lieut. Col. Frederick W. Sibley, U.S.A. These show 
the cadet Cavalry, Infantry and wagon train, march- 
ing into camp at Lake Mohansee, pitching the tents, 
one of the company mess tents, training one of the 
field pieces in a masked battery and a detail at work 
with a new range finder. 

Troop F, 8th U.S. Cavalry, has some fine polo players, 
who recently proved their ability by defeating one of the 
best known teams on the Pacific coast at Santa Barbara, 
Cal. ‘Troop F went from Fort Huachuca, Ariz., to the 
maneuver camp at Atascadero, Cal., and the polo team 
was selected solely from that troop. At the finish of 
the game the Army men won by 4 to 3, after six periods 
of fast and exciting play. This was naturally a great 
surprise to the Santa Barbara people, and is decidedly 
to the credit of the Service and in the interest of good 
mounted sport. Dr. E. J. Boeseke, of the Santa Barbara 


team, played the stellar réle of the eight men on the 
ground. He was mounted in two periods on Blue Knot, 


and when this classy little polo pony started down the 
field the eyes of the soldiers, who were accustomed to 
seeing fast horses, were wide with astonishment, Capt. 
Claude B. Sweezey, 8th U.S. Cav., who was one of, 
the Army players, was loud in his praise of the playing 
of Dr. Boeseke and Blue Knot. The weather conditions 
were good for a game, and the field, which recently was 
drained, was firm.

Torrey Barracks. The commanding officer, Cotabato, will 
arrange to have mails from his post and subposts reach 
Ludlow Barracks in time to connect with the mail launch 
from that place. Commanding officers at Camp Overton, 
Camp Keithley, Camp Vicars, Torrey Barracks, Ludlow 
Barracks and Cotabato will provide the necessary trans- 
portation to have these schedules maintained.

GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 


The forty-fourth annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic was held at Atlantic City, N.J., 
and the war veterans, numbers of them accompanied by 
their families, rallied round the camp fires and recounted 
many old war episodes. The veterans received a hearty 
welcome, and the city, from the garish beach front and 
the brilliant Boardwalk to Atlantic avenue, was given 
over to festival dress. To many of the visiting veterans 
from afar Atlantic City was a new world, and they took 
almost childish delight in all the pleasures of the resort. 
The school children, in obedience to the requests of their 
teachers and parents, assumed an air of deference to the 
visiting soldiers. 

The idea of bringing together every survivor of the 
Civil War, whether in the service of the North or the 
South during the Civil War, was advocated by Hilary A. 
Herbert, one time Secretary of the Navy, who was in 
the Confederate Service in the Civil War, and took a 
firm grip upon the thousands of veterans. Commander- 
in-Chief Samuel R. Van Sant, one time Governor of 
Minnesota, declared himself in favor of the idea, and 
Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., also favored the plan 
for a big reunion. 

Practically all the allied organizations of the Grand 
Army of the Republic held meetings Sept. 20, some of 
them electing officers. One thing noticed at these meet- 
ings was the definite shape the movement for increasing 
the pensions of veterans is taking. The cry is $1 a day 
for life. At present Congress grants pensions to Civil 
War veterans as low as $12 a month. The Committee 
on Pensions, of which Robert B. Brown, of Zanesville, 
Ohio, is chairman, condemned the proposed increase. 
They said. this would prove too expensive, and then tried 
to pacify the resentment their action aroused among the 
rank and file by recommending that all veterans who had 
reached the age of seventy five receive an advance in 
allowance. The committee endorsed the proposition which 
gives the widow of a soldier his pension providing the 
marriage took place three years prior to the veteran’s 
death. Under the present law she must have become the 
veteran’s wife before 1890 to receive the benefits of his 
pension. 

According to the report, based on the latest informa- 
tion, there are about 562,000 names on the pension rolls. 
Department officers estimate there are 65,000 veterans 
who are not drawing pensions, making the total number 
of survivors of the Union forces in the country 627,000. 

John E. Gilman, of Boston, was elected commander- 
in-chief; William James, of Jacksonville, Fla., junior 
vice commander; James E. Burrows, of New Jersey, 
senior vice commander; the Rev. Thomas Harwood, a 
missionary to Mexico. chaplain, and John L. Smith, of 
Spokane, Wash., surgeon general. It was decided to hold 
the next encampment at Rochester, N.Y., provided satis- 
factory terms could be made with the railroads, the 
matter being left in the hands of the officers. 

The National Association of Naval Veterans at its 
convention adopted resolutions in which it did not oppose 
the placing of Lee’s statue in the Capitol, provided it 
appeared in civilian attire and as a citizen, and not 
showing a Confederate uniform. The naval veterans

Smith, U.S.A., commanding Department of the Missouri, 
will have charge of events and of the arena at the mili- 
tary tournament at Des Moines, Iowa, during the week 
ending Oct. 1, and will also act in a similar capacity 
at Omaha, Neb., the following week, when the troops 
will be assembled at Fort Omaha.

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CAVALRY EQUIPMENT. 


The Cavalry equipment of our Army promises to re- 
ceive a marked improvement as a result of the work of 
the Equipment Board now sitting at the Rock Island 
Arsenal. The Cavalry will be pleased to know that 
officers of wide experience have submitted recommenda- 
tions to the board which, as the Cavalry Journal says, 
indicate a marked departure from the old system and 
methods. Some of these suggestions are: To utilize the 
saber as a bayonet by a device attaching the saber to 
the rifle when necessary ; to provide each trooper with an 
entrenching tool, thus giving the Cavalry, in addition to 
its greater mobility, every quality of offense and defense 
possessed by any foot troops. Another proposed depar- 
ture is to dispense with the gun-sling, adequate provision 
being made for the existing convenience of the gun-sling 
as a method of carrying the rifle on the person when 
the soldier is engaged in tasks requiring the use of both 
hands. <A nose-bag has been devised which promises 
much better results than are obtained with the present 
model, and which may also be used as a grain-roll, by 
means of which noon feeding on the march will be 
facilitated, thus meeting the growing demand for three 
feedings per day for the Cavalry horse. The board feels 
confident of producing an equipment which will eliminate 
the sore back evil, and will at the same time provide a 
full pack, which will not only be much better arranged 
than the present pack as to convenience and weight, but 
will be very superior in appearance. 

Civilians as well as military horsemen should read 
with great interest a paper in the September Cavalry 
Journal on the relation of the horse’s back to the mili- 
tary saddle. Many pictures are given with it, illustrat- 
ing the different kinds of saddles in use the world over. 
The views of the author, Veterinarian Olof Schwarzkopf, 
3d U.S. Cav., take the form of a plea for the horse, as 
he believes the movement toward a modification of the 
McClellan saddle has had its basis chiefly in the wishes 
of riders, with small concern for the mount. Much of 
the need of saddle reform was apparent to him after 
long study of the oscillations of the spine of the horse. 
He says: “A whole lesson in hippology can be learned 
by trying under saddle all the horses of one troop only, 
which test is also bound to awaken full sympathy with 
some men who are looked upon as poor riders.” What- 
ever alterations may be made in our Army saddle, he 
believes they will embrace an attempt to combine the 
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best features of the McClellan, the Whitman and the 
stock saddle, all three characteristic American products. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

In the case of Lieut. Col. John R. Lindsay, idisbursing 
officer, South Carolina Militia, it is decided that he was 
not entitled to pay while acting as inspector of rifle 
ranges, payments under Sec. 1661, Rev. Stat., being 
authorized only to those engaged in actual field or camp 
service. The only credit to which claimant is entitled 
is for such service and the time required for the prepara- 
tion of his accounts, which should not exceed three days. 

March 24, 1908, the Comptroller decided that quarters 
could be hired for a contract dental surgeon where public 
quarters were lacking. This decision is revoked by a 
decision dated Sept. 12, and the Comptroller says: “Pay- 
ments for the hire of quarters for contract surgeons and 
for contract dental surgeons made after promulgation 
and notice of this i are not authorized, and, if 
made, will be disallowed.” 

It is decided that the promotion, July 8, 1908, of 
P.A. Paymr. K. C. McIntosh, U.S.N., was not a promo- 
tion to a “vacancy” within the meaning of the Act of 
June 22, 1874, so that he is not entitled to the pay he 
claims as though it had been such a promotion. 

Asst. Surg. J. O. Downey, U.S.N., was ordered home 
from the Asiatic Station by way of Europe and author- 
ized to delay three months en route. It is held that this 
entitles him to traveling expenses and mileage, computed 
by the shortest usually traveled route, his case being 
distinguished from that of an officer ordered home to 
enjey a leave of absence granted him for his own benefit 
and convenience, and not on public business. 





ATLANTIC FLEET. 


Upon the completion of the target practice off the 
Capes of the Chesapeake, about Sept. 25, the vessels of 
the Atlantic Fleet, except the North Dakota, will proceed 
to New York for a stay of about ten days to give liberty. 
The North Dakota will proceed direct to the Norfolk 
Yard for docking, and thence to New York to give liberty. 
Upon the completion of the liberty period the vessels 
will proceed to their respective “home” navy yards for 
docking, except the Michigan, which will proceed to 
Boston; the Delaware, which will proceed to Norfolk, 
and the North Dakota, which will prepare for her final 
acceptance trial. 

The rough weather experienced considerably delayed 


the target practice, and also the visit of the fleet to New 
York. Battle practice, which had been planned for the 
night of Sept. 15, was again prevented, as on the pre- 
vious evening, because of the heavy weather which pre- 
vailed. In securing drifting target rafts two men from 
the Georgia were washed overboard, and it was only 
after great difficulty that they were rescued. The steering 
gear of the collier Cesar was broken, the tug Potomac 
lost a propeller and the tug Pontiac also was damaged. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, Commander-in-Chief, tele- 
graphed, under date of Sept. 18, that it would be im- 
possible to continue target practice on the night of that 
date. He reported that he was having new targets 
towed out and moored and laying out the ranges anew 
and correcting the disarrangement caused by the bad 
weather. The night practice was completed on Sept. 19. 
With conditions almost identical to those under which 
a hostile torpedoboat flotilla would make an attack on 
and attempt to sink the ships of the fleet, the battleships 
demonstrated how they would repel an enemy’s torpedo 
craft without permitting them to get close enough to 
infiict serious damage. . : 

Steaming in division formation, the battleships sud- 
denly broke out all their searchlights. The powerful 
rays swept the ocean for the targets which were being 
towed at unknown ranges, and which represented the 
enemy's torpedo craft. As soon as a torpedoboat was 
spotted the battleship’s secondary battery began to fire 
three- and seven-inch projectiles into the object. The 
course of the shells was easily followed, as the projectiles 
had “tracers” attached to them. Many of the targets 
were completely riddled with the shots. 

The South Carolina was selected as the first vessel to 
open fire, and when the targets were finally picked up 
by the searchlights, at a distance of two thousand yards, 
two three-inch shells were fired to get the range. Then 
the 12-inch rifles were fired and the targets were com 
pletely riddled: canvas frames and parts of the rafts 
were carried away within a few minutes, and experts 
agree that had the targets been torpedoboats they would 
have gone to the bottom before they could have done the 
least damage. New targets were towed out and other 
vessels took their turns, with results nearly as satisfac- 
tory. 

The sixteen battleships, divided into two squadrons, 
began firing on Sept. 21 at targets 100 feet long by 27 
feet high, at a range of about 10,000 yards, or close on 
six miles. The targets represent in their surface the 
vital parts of a modern battleship. Although no official 
figures are given out, it is understood that surprising 
results were obtained during the shooting. Only one 
battery on board each vessel was fired on Sept. 21, and 
the other batteries were brought into action Sept. 22. 

Among the officers of the Navy assigned to special 
duty with the fleet during the practice are Lieut. Comdrs. 
A. M. Cook, F. B. Upham, Ridley McLean, R. W. 
McNeely, L. C. Palmer and G. L. Smith, Lieuts. L, A. 
Cotton, E. C. Kalbfus, Z H. Madison, A. G. Howe, H 
A. Baldridge, Richard Wainwright, jr.. E. J. Marquart 
and R. P. Craft, Naval Constr. R. H. Robinson and 
Lieut. Comdr. G. L. Weymouth, Naval Militia of Maine. 

Officers of the Army present to witness the practice 
were Lieut. Col. Edwin B. Babbitt, Ord. Dept., Lieut. 
Col. Charles J. Bailey, Major John L. Hayden, Capt. 
Clarence H. MeNeil, Capt. William F. Hase, Capt. Johr 
W. Gulick, Coast Art. Corps, and Capts. Joseph P. 
Tracy and Johnson Hagood, Gen. Staff. 

The First Division finished the first day run of target 
practice Sept. 22, but owing to hazy weather and trouble 
experienced in towing the targets was unable to accom- 
plish anything further. The practice of the Second 
Division was delayed by the Norwegian steamer Seliea, 
which passed between the ships and the targets just as 
one of the divisions was about to open fire. 

A telegram from the president of the Board of Inspec- 
tion and Survey for Ships announces that the Terry 
completed her standardization trials, the highest stan- 
dardization over the measured mile being 30.148 knots. 

After the practice was over a seaman, L. E. Thompson, 
of the South Carolina, who was a powder man in No. 3 
turret, asked. to see the doctor. and upon examination it 
was found that a bone in his right hand had been broken 
during the first few shots by a powder door falling on it. 


The Kansas and New Hampshire made two hits out 
of twenty-four shots, which is considered excellent at 
such long range. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder on Sept. 22 reported that he 
continued target practice, but that progress has been 
slow owing to the rough sea, which rendered boating diffi- 
cult. He also reports that the left 12-inch gun in the 
forward turret of the U.S.S. Georgia burst on the first 
range shot, blowing off the muzzle as far back as the 
front end of the jacket, but no one was injured. The 
Georgia will be sent to Norfolk Yard immediately after 
target practice, where two new guns will be placed in 
the turret. It was planned to replace the gun which 
exploded this fall with more modern guns, even if the 
accident had not occurred. The type of gun which ex- 
ploded is being replaced by a modern one on all the 
older battleships. 





WRECK OF THE MAINE. 


Col. M. M. Black, C.E., senior member of the board 
appointed to report upon plans for the raising of the 
Maine, in a communication to the Chief of Engineers 
reports that Cuba would be only too delighted to assist 
in the project with all of its resources. The following 
is the text of Colonel Black’s letter to the Chief of 
Engineers : 

New York city, Sept. 17, 1910. 
The Chief of Engineers, U.S.A., Washington, D.C. 

General: I have the honor-to report that in compliance 
with the orders I arrived at Havana on the morning of Sept. 
7, and immediately called on the American Minister, Mr. 
Jackson, who stated his desire to assist the board in every 
manner possible. Mr. Jackson, accompanied by myself, called 
on the Secretary of State for Cuba, Sefior Sanguilly, by ap- 
pointment, the same afternoon. Sefior Sanguilly received us 
with great cordiality and expressed a desire to do everything 
in his power to further the wishes of the United States, and 
to aid in every way possible in the work of removing the 
wreck of the Maine from the harbor of Havana. He ar- 
ranged for us to have an interview with the President of 
Cuba on the following Friday, the 9th. 

On the 9th instant I paid my respects to the Secretary of 
Public Works, Sefior Joaquin Chalons, and presented your 
letter. Sefior Chalons stated that the floating plant and per- 
sonnel of the Department of Public Works were entirely at 
the service of the United States to assist us in our work. 

On Friday, Sept. 9, Captain Ferguson arrived at Havana, 
and on the same morning, accompanied by the Secretary of 
State for Cuba and the American Minister, Captain Ferguson 
and myself paid our respécts to President Gomez. President 
Gomez stated that Cuba had but little opportunity of doing 
anything for so powerful and rich a nation as the United 
States in return for all that that nation had done for the 
republic, and that he was only too delighted to assist with 
all the resources of Cuba. He confirmed the offer of the 
Secretary of Public Works to loan to the United States, with- 
out charge, the floating plant necessary and also the services 
of the engineer in charge of harbor works of the island, 
Sefior Manuel Lombillo-Clark. Mr. Clark is a capable engi- 
neer well known to me, who possesses a most intimate knowl- 
edge of the conditions in Havana Harbor, and whose services 
will be without doubt of great value to the United States. 

On application, the President also directed that the Cuban 
reservation in Casa Blanca, formerly known as ‘‘El Destino,’’ 
should be turned over for the use of the board for a storage 
place for materials. This reservation is conveniently situated 
and has along its front a wharf with a depth of twenty-five 
feet of water at its face. 

I then called on the Secretary of the Treasury and re- 
ceived from him the assurance of the free entry of materials 
and plant required by the United States for this work. 

On Sept. 10, in company with Captain Ferguson, Assistant 
Engineers Harper and Lombillo-Clark, the wreck of the Maine 
was visited. A few hasty soundings were made which con- 
firmed the latest charts as to the depth of water surrounding 
the ship, and which showed as nearly as could be discovered, 


that the keel lay at a depth of from eight to ten feet below | 


the bottom of the harbor. 

On Monday, the 12th, I returned to the United States. On 
Friday, the 9th, a suitable office room was hired close to the 
harbor and overlooking the wreck of the Maine. When I left 
Havana, Captain Ferguson was expecting to begin the active 
operations by studying the conditions of the Maine and the 
surrounding bottom of the harbor early in the week. In 
addition to the soundings and borings it is proposed to sink 
two cylinders of spiral riveted pipe, one twenty-four inches 
in diameter and one thirty-six inches in diameter, to pump 
them out and to observe the inflow of mud, if any. If prac- 
ticable, an irregular cylinder, of about four or five feet diam- 
eter, of steel sheet piling will also be placed for further study 
of the bottom. 

I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to the United 
States Minister, Mr. Jackson, and to the President of Cuba 
and the members of his cabinet for the material assistance 
received from them all.

A number of divers, under Chief Herdone McDurham, 
have begun work on the Maine. Several bodies have 
been found in the cabin, but remain untouched, following 
Captain Ferguson’s orders. The hull lies in mud six 
feet deep at the bow and six and a half feet at the stern. 

Mr. John F. O’Rourke, head of the O’Rourke Con- 
struction Company, has returned from Havana with 
the information that if he is given money enough he can 
build a coffer dam around the Maine and float the 
vessel. We never heard that there was any doubt as 
to that. It has been from the first a question of money 
that Congress would not appropriate. Mr. O’Rourke 
estimates the cost at $600,000, or twice the appropria- 
tion.

MARINE CORPS SHOOTING COMPETITIONS.

The Scorpion, station ship at Constantinople, has been 
ordered to proceed to Pireus, Greece, to meet the 
Louisiana and South Carolina upon their arrival there 
on Nov. 21, for transfers of men and stores. 

The Second Division of the Pacific Fleet (West 
Virginia, Maryland and South Dakota) will leave the 


navy yard, Mare Island, about Nov. 1, to prepare for 
target practice, which will be held about Dec. 1.. 

As the destroyers Paulding, Drayton, Roe, Terry and 
McCall commission they will remain at the yards at 
which they commission until ready for sea and then 
proceed to Key West, where they will be based during 
the winter.

The equip- 
ment displayed was brought from that station. | Samples 
of the Navy ration were cooked daily right in view of the 
passersby. For dinner the Monday menu included boiled 
sugar cured ham and cabbage and Southern boiled 
potatoes, corn on the ear, sliced tomatoes and fruit turn- 
overs. A typical supper bill of fare comprised pork 
sausage, with onion gravy; French fried potatoes, sugar 
corn, blackberry pic and hot biscuit. 

The friends of Chief. Machinist Wingate, U.S.N.. on 
duty on the Indiana, will be pleased to know that he 
was acquitted of all the charges and specifications on 
which he was recently court-martialed at Annapolis. The 
offenses with which Wingate was charged had to do with 
the breakdown of the Indiana’s engine on the midship- 
men’s practice cruise. Mr. Wingate was defended by 
Lieut. Comdr. W. G. Briggs. aided by civil counsel. 

A cablegram from Cavite, P.1., reports the accidental 
drowning of Paul Parker, master at arms, third class, 
Sept. 18, while out boating. Parker was a native of New 
York and had been in the Navy a little over five years. 
He was attached to the monitor Monterey. His parents 
in New York city have been notified of his death. 

During recent target shooting at sea by some 
of the new British Dreadnoughts remarkable accu- 
racy is reported. The vessels, steaming at sixteen knots, 
opened fire simultaneously on a target towed by the In- 
domitable. At a range of five miles the target was 
destroyed in three minutes. An official photographer 
aboard the Indomitable cinematrographed the results. 

Significance is attached to the launching of the tank 
steamer Currier at the Fore River shipyards in Quincy. 
Mass. Many larger and more costly vessels have been 
built by the eoncern, including a number of U.S. war 
vessels, but the Currier is the first vessel built in the 
Bay State in half a century for foreign trade, and the 
Cuban company which owns her is planning another 
vessel for use in the same business between Cuba and 
the United States. 

Lieut. Edison E. Scranton, U.S.N., who was tried 
recently by G.C.M. in connection with an injury to the 
machinery of the U.S.S. Indiana during her cruise to 
Europe this year, has been sentenced to a loss of ten 
numbers. Lieutenant Scranton, it is said, overlooked a 
monkey wrench when clearing out one of the steam 
eylinders of the Indiana. The cylinder was badly 
damaged. 

A Chicago despatch states that Horace Logan Keeler 
enlisted in the U.S. Navy in ignorance of the fact that 
his grandfather had died two months before this, leaving 
him property valued at $1,500,000, provided he earned 
not less than $75 a month until he was twenty-five years 
old. Keeler enlisted as a hospital apprentice at $20 a 
month. Lawyers representing the Keeler estate are 
searching for Horace, according to this story.

It is designed to feed 
four companies, the idea being to prepare and heat food for 
two companies, when it is removed and placed in the fire- 
less compartment, where the cooking is completed; mean- 
while the food for the two remaining companies is placed 
on the stove, and after being properly cooked is served di- 
rect. The fireless cookers consist of compact airtight com- 
partments lined with heavy layers of asbestos, which retain 
the heat for a sufficient time to cook the food after it has 
been brought to the boiling point. In the case of Starch 





foods, where a long. steady heat is required, the cookers 
work with wonderful success, the food being of excellent

flavor and uniformly cooked. 
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is superb, lacking the usual oily flavor where the beverage 
is boiled too long. The kitchen and truck will be put to the 
most strenuous test by the 8th Infantry, who will continue 
to use it during maneuvers, hauling it over rough ground 
and under the most adverse conditions possible in order to 
determine how far it is practicable for field service. —

1ST NAVAL BATTALION, N.Y.—COMDR. R. RAYNOR. 

Commander Raynor announces that the annual inspection 
and muster of the 1st Battalion of Naval Militia will take 
place on Saturday, Oct. 1, 1910.

M. Minton. The navigating lieutenant will command the flo- 
tilla of boats. Lieut. E. OC. De Kay will command the Ist 
Division of which, and Lieut. L. De G. Moss, the second. 
Divisional officers will take charge of the boats of their 
divisions.

CONNECTICUT. 

Col. G. A. Fitch, commanding the coast defense reserves 
of Connecticut, in officially commenting upon exercises at 
Fort H. G. Wright, N.Y., makes the following recommenda- 
tions: ‘‘That better grade of coffee be issued. That six 
days’ rations compose the first five days’ issue. That floors 
of mess shelters and kitchens be concreted. Ice boxes for 
kitchens. That a building be erected at each post for storage 
of reserve camp equipage. Shower baths for officers be erect- 
ed in rear of officers’ kitchens. That reserves be issued 
an extra blanket for use during encampment by post quar- 
termaster. That recruits of one month's service be mus- 
tered for government pay. That exercises be for fourteen 
days. arriving and leaving on Sunday. That reserves be 
permitted to parade on Sundays. That when two companies 
are assigned to the same battery that both guns be provided 
with subcaliber tubes. That this corps be increased to a 
sufficient number of companies to man each battery in this 
district. That men qualifying as first and second class gun- 
ners receive $1.50 and $1 per diem; chief planters, chief 
loaders, observers second class, gun commanders, and gun 
pointers, $3.50 per diem; observers first class and casemate 
electricians, $4 per diem, in addition to their regular pay. 
That the latter part of July. be selected as permanent date 
for encampment of this Corps. That on account of beneficial 
effect upon reserves, Regular troops be equipped with latest 
issue of field uniform. That the United States take steps 
to have employees excused from their work in order to at- 
tend exercises. That members of reserves be given prefer 
ence in Federal appointments. 

NEW JERSEY. 

Counsel for Gen, R. Heber Breintnall, formerly adjutant 
general of New Jersey, now retired, filed in the Supreme 
Court at Trenton on Sept. 19, a replication in the proceed- 
ings instituted by General Breintnall to determine the right 
of Gen. Wilbur F. Sadler, the present adjutant general, to 
hold office as the adjutant general. The replication joins the 
issue, and unless followed by a demurrer on the part of Gen- 
eral Sadler will probably result in the controversy going to 
trial before a jury in the Essex Circuit Court to determine 
the facts as now set forth in the various pleadings. It is, 
however, possible that a demurrer will be interposed which 
may delay the determination of facts until questions of law 
have been.,disposed of. by the court. If this should be the 
ease, the litigation might be disposed of on the demurrfer, pro- 
vided it involved the real merits of the contest. Otherwise 
the determination of the demurrer might be followed by a 
jury trial. The replication sets forth that the answer of 
General Sadler was not sufficient in law to show that he is

entitled to hold the office of adjutant general. It says that 
General Breintnall at no time made or caused to be made an 
pplicati for reti t, and that he did not voluntarily 
surrender or vacate his office.

NEW YORK. 

Capt. Edward J. Parish, Co. G, 1st Regiment, N.G.N.Y., 
has broken the record in New York state for consecutive 
bull’s-eyes, at a distance of 600 yards. Captain Parish at 
Binghamton on Sept. 15 made fifty-one consecutive bull’s- 
eyes, at 600 yards, thereby establishing a new New York 
state record and also the third best in the United States.

Lest the record 
made should be challenged Captain Parish caused his scorer, 
Robert J. Spencer, and marker, John G. Finley, to go before 
Notary Public Herman A. Tucker and make affidavits as to 
the correctness and accuracy of the score.

Drills and schools of instruction will begin Oct. 4. 

Colonel Morris, of the 9th N.Y., directs that drills com- 
mence Oct. 3, and announces the drill nights for the several 
companies, and gives detailed instruction at considerable 
length. Lieut. Col. S. E. Japha, Majors John D. Walton, 
Fd Byrne and F. W. Ward are detailed as inspectors of 
rills. 

Capt. Monson Morris, of the 12th N.Y¥., who made the 
practice march with the 5th U.S. Infantry, upon the invita- 
tion of Col. Calvin D. Cowles, from Pottsdam to Plattsburg 
Barracks, N.Y., had a very interesting experience, and learned 
much of practical value. The regiment averaged from fifteen 
to eighteen miles per day, would march for fifty minutes and 
rest ten, and particular attention was given to the care of 
the feet after a march. This fact and the comfortable shoes 
worn made it possible for all the men to march with com- 
parative ease. Captain Morris is going to try and arrange 
to have his entire company equipped with the Army shoe, 
for the next field service, and says that all the men of 
the Guard should be provided with them. He says that the 
5th Infantry were a fine body of men and splendidly dis- 
ciplined, At several towns during the march the band gave 
a concert, and Colonel Cowles gave a review, to the great 
delight of the people around. The men were provided with 
shelter tents, and the officers with the conical tents, the latter 
having stoves, while the men had two blankets each to keep 
them warm during the cold nights. The tents were erected 
very quickly and details from each company, changed daily, 
would erect the tents of the officers. There were no strag- 
glers on the march, and everything connected with it was 
conducted in the most practical manner. If a good per- 
centage of company officers of the National Guard could ac- 
company a Regular regiment on a practice march occasionally 
=— Morris believes it would be very beneficial to the 
orce, 

When the organizations of the New York National Guard 
shoot at the new range at Blauvelt in October, they will be 
highly pleased with the details already perfected, and the 
others to be completed later. It- will be the model range of 
the country in completness of equipment. There will be one 
universal firing line, and every target on the range from 
200 yards to 1,000 yards can be fired at from this line, and 
the shooters will not have to march backward and forward 
to different ranges as at Creedmoor, and will not have men 
firing in their rear. All the targets are arranged in echelon, 
and subterranean passages connect every group of targets, so 
that markers and officials can go from one group to the other 
without exposure, so there will be no delay in shooting for 
markers to transfer to different ranges. As we noted previ- 
ously, only the marksmen targets at 200 and 300 yards will 
be used this year, as those at the longer ranges cannot be 
completed this year. The troop trains will leave Weehawken 
for the range at 8:40 a.m. each day, and the troops will be 
landed right on the ground. 

The 12th N.Y. will proceed to the rifle range at Blauvelt 
as follows: Headquarters, Band, Non-Com.
